Foodstuffs worth $6,500,000 are 
unioaded daily ships. 
should the strike continue two 
weeks a shortage of food will 
compel the government to use 
nonunion labor to get at the stores 
in the stranded shipping or put 
the British people on rations. The 
government's concern is not 
hidden and the Minister of Labor, 
Tom Bhagw. who was himself a 
textile worker, has intensified his 
efforts to reach a settlement. 

Of the men who walked out this 
moon 60 per cent were doqk work- 
ers and the others stevedores, 
Warehouse men, granary workers 
and smaller groups in kindred em- 
ployment. Many thousands of 
others wil' be forced into idle- 
ness because there is no work for 
them. Demurrage on ships has 
already begun and in a few days 
it will spread to hundreds.

A new “Wobbly” publicity cam- 
paign opened last night, when the 
I.W.W. organization is declared to 
have put 300 men on the streets of 
Los Angeles Harbor distributing 
“Wobbly” newspapers and litera- 
ture. An hour after the drive was 
launched harbor police had fifteen 
asserted I.W.W. members under ar- 
rest on charges of suspicion of 
criminal syndicalism. 

While the authorites were gath- 
ering in the suspects the radicals 
boasted that before the night was 
over they would have 1000 men on 
the harbor streets selling their 
newspaper and distributing their 
literature. The authorities made 


preparations to accommodate a 
large number in the city and coun- 
ty jails. 

One man placed under arrest, 
Spero Vasilopoulas, 30 years of 
age, a Greek, told the police, they 
announced, that he was not an 
LW.W, but had been . sent to the 
harbor to organize for the Com- 
munistic cause. Police sald he 
would be held for the immigration 
authorites to determine whether 
he came into the country legally. 

The LW.W. propaganda cam- 
paign was opened with a great 
flourish and the displaying of ban- 
ners and placards. The purpose, 
the police declare, is to gather 
strength for a general strike which 
the Wobblies are reported to be 
Planning for May 1.

“Senator Pomerene answered 
the first,” he declared. “No one 
questions his honesty. No one 
dares to question it. I am  op- 
posed to Senator Pomerene  be- 
Cause I know he has not had the 
experience ag al awyer to fit him 
for this tremendous task ahead of 
us. I venture to say that noe one of 
the ninety-six Senators in this 
chamber, if this property worth 
millions had been taken away 
from him, would select Senator 
Pomerene to represent him.

Senator Walsh said Mr. Pom- 
erene had practiced only in his 
home town of Canton and adjoin-

“If it were not for the political 
considerations involved,” Senator 
Walsh declared, “I cannot see how 
the President off the United 
Ftates could have appointed Sena- 
tor Pamerene.” 

Yotcing his opposition to Mr. 
Robe.ts, Senator Walsh declared 
that what was needed was a law- 
yer of outstanding reputation 
and that not a single member of 
the oll committee ever had heard 
of Mr. Roberts until his appoint- 
ment was made. 

Chairman Lenroot of the oll 
committee defended the appoint- 
ments, declaring that both Mr.

Edgar McKee, president of the 
Harbor Board, in an address be- 
fore the City Club yesterday, in 
which he sought to justify the 
board in the case of the Doheny 
lease, declared that it was neces- 
sary to give Mr. Doheny a good 
deal in order to compete with San 
Francisco. 

“San Francisco had offered Mr. 
Doheny as much land as he want- 
ed at $800 an acre, with no port 
charges,” said Mr. McKee. “Do- 
heny has a program of $25,000,- 
000 expenditure here and we have 
a fair prospect of having the larg- 
est fleet of tankers in the world. 
The territory leased to Doheny 
would be useless for at least twen- 
y years, until the outer harbor is 
completed. After conferring with 
the City Attorney, who put his 
U.K. on the project, the board 
considered that it had put through 
a good deal and acted honestly 


in the case.” 
Marshall Stimson, who presided, 
from the audience 


invited questions 
and the questions put to Mr. Mc- 
Kee brought from the speaker the 
statements that Doheny applied for 
the lease on June 6, 1923, and 
that the new rates went into effect 
July 1, twent-four days later. If 
Doheny paid on the baais of 
the new rates, he would have paid 
£10,0000 more than he did, said 
Mr. McKee. It had been the habit 
of the board to give the rates in 
force at the time the application 
was made, Mr. McKee said. 

J. Hunsaker asked the 
speaker whether the board had, on 
July 2, already taken up the matter 
of an increase in rates and Mr. 
McKee replied in the affirmative, 
saying that Ha~bor Board had been 
working on the matter. 

Discuasion on the matter of the 
ten-year lease on valuable water 
frontage recently leased to the 
Pan-Pacific Construction Company 
at the low rates discontinued eight 
months ago, was not taken up at 
the meeting by Mr. McKee or 
other speakers. 

David Woodhead, president of 
the Municipal League, said that 
“no public official has any right 
to accept such favors as McKee 
accepted from Doheny,” declaring 
that there is always the tempta- 
tion either to semve the one thus 
favored or to lean the other way 
and be unfair. 

“Seven and one-half acres were 
leased to Doheny for $6800 a year,” 
said the speaker. “Under ordi- 
nary valuation with the improve- 
ments which the city has put in, 
plus the land, a 7 per cent lease 
charge would be $34,000~-yet Mr. 
Doheny gets it for $6800. In the 
third place, the board had no le- 
gal right under the charter and 
under the law to alienate this 
pier from the use of the people. 
The commission should change 
what this privilege is worth, at 
all times, and then, if it is desir- 
able and fair to subidize a com- 
pany, a check should be given so 
that the public may be informed. 
It is an indictment of our news- 
papers that ths matter should 
have been crowded out of the pub- 
lic mind, at the time when full

PLAN OUTLINED 


Engineer Says Vital Need is 
for Conservation 


Bond Issue to Carry Work 
Forward is Urged 


Depletion in California is 
Held Alarming 


Declaring that preliminary flood 
control activities, looking to the 
prevention of another disastrous 
flood such as that of 1914 have 
virtually exhausted the funds ati 
ite disposal, and that sharply de- 
clining water levele indicate the 
unquestionable and immediate ne- 
ceasity for a great water conserva- 
tion campaign, the tentative report 
of the Los Angeles Flood Control 
District, through its chief engineer, 
J, W, Reagan, will be read tomor- 
row by the Board of Bupervisors. 
The report, which was filed yes- 
terday recommends a forty-year 
bend issue of $43,610,700 by the 
district, te be expended for flood 
control and conservation, 

Engineer Reagan, in preparing 
his report relative to this proposi- 
tion, has made what is perhaps 
the most exhaustive study of wa- 
ter supply in this county, which has 
ever been brought te the atten- 
tion of any public bedy, He has 
studied the subject from a great 
number of angles and discussed it 
to the point of estinmting the prob- 


wes in the event that water con- 
servation should not be resorted to 
until the supply frem present un- 
derground sources should become 
so Gepleted that they would fai! 

suppy the immediate needs of 

various municipalities in the county 
and make it impossible for ranch- 
ers to irrigate and till their val- 


One of the pertinent § things 
about his analysis is the fact that 


the flood contgel-diatrict has, since 
ite first funds were avaliable in 
1918, expended $7,600,000 in flood 
control activities which were nec- 
essary and urgent, out of which 
only $1,100,000 was spent in the 
construction of dams for purposes 
of flood control and conservation. 

He lays stress upon the fact that 
up to this time the flood control 
district has devoted its energies 
to correcting certain faults in 
stream beds, and bringing certain 
streams under a certain degree of 
control, but that the danger of 
floods, such as the flood of 1914, 
still exists, and no great stride has 
been made in the direction of con- 
serving the storm water from such 
Vast areas as the San Gabriel water 
shed, and that the funds which 
remain at the disposal of the dis- 
trict are only sufficient to keep ex- 
isting work in repair and do such 
other temporary control work as 
may from time to time demand 
immediate attention. 

ANGER PREVAILS 

Mr. Reagan's opinion, as ex- 
pressed in his report, is that the 
flood control work which has been 
done, will have to be renewed, to 
a considerable extent during the 
next five to seven years, and that 
it does not of itself constitute 
flood control—that it merely serves 
as a partial remedy. The danger 
of floods still prevails, he de- 
clares, and will prevail unti] such 
time as the county has taken 
steps to provide permanent pro- 
tection against floods by conserv- 
ing the run-off from the various 
watersheds in this region. 

In his report and recommen- 
dation the flood control engineer 
advises the issuance of bonds for 
the following expenditures.

RIVER NOW DRY 

“The fact is being overlooked 
that until fifteen years ago the 
water flowed throughout the year 
down the San Gabriel River, and 
gravity ditches as far 
south as Bellfower. Because of 
excessive pumping above this point 
the river has for many years, dur- 
ing the spring and summer, been 
absolutely dry. 

“A go0vd comparison of condi- 
tions may be made by comparing 
the water supply of San Jose Val- 
ley weh that of Long Beach. 
Twenty-five years ago the wells 
of Ban Jose Valley flowed above 
the surface. Twelve years ago, 
when there were only three drilled 
wells on the pump in that valley 
the artesian wells stopped flowing, 
and the water dropped down thirty 
feet pnder the surface. 

“During 1923 there were sixty 
wells pumping in the valley, and 
the water was being raised from 
a depth of seventy to eighty feet. 
In the lower valley, north of Sig- 


nal Hill, where there were enor-

Seen at his Los Ange apart- 
ment last night-and ask about 
the affair Chance said; 


FEEIS BETTER 


“I felt that in my present condi- 
tion I would be unable to go to 
the training camp at Winter Ha- 
ven on scheduled time. My doctor 
thinks that I might be able to 
go east in two weeks and then 
again he thought I might not. 
However, I must say that I feel 
much better since I received Mr. 
Comiskey's telegram refusing to 
accept my resignation. 

“All things considered, I don’t 
think I will be able to go to the 
training camp in time. I had « 
slight touch of the flu before I left 


last December and when I re- 
turned to Los Angeles I was con- 
fined to my bed for three weeka. 
I am gradually getting stronger. 
ong later on, if 1 feel as well as 
I do tonight, I think I might be 
able te join the club in a few 
weeks. However, that will all rest 
with my doctor.” 

While attending the recent base- 
ball meeting in Chicago, at which 
time he signed a contract with 
Comiskey, Chance told his friends

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NEW CHARTER 
GETS SUPPORT 


Citizens’ Committee Holds 
Proposal is Sound 


Plan for More Power for 
Mayor Approved 


Policy of City in Business 
Draws Criticism 

| Although possessiong many and 

serious defects, the proposed 

elty charter for Los Angeles Is a dis- 

tinct improvement over the exist- 

jing charter, and should be sup- 


ported, according to a report sub- 
mitted to the board of directors 
of the Citizens Committee of Ten 
Thousand by a special committee 
consisting of Dr. Milbank Johnson, 
chairman, James R. Page and A. C. 
Denman, Jr. 

Dr. Johnson and his nasoaiates, 
after an exhauaetive study of the 
ke chdrter and the proposed new 

arter, which included public 
hearings and the submission of 
| opinions by legal authorities and 
| governmental experts, report the 
‘following provisions in the new 
cocumont to be a marked advance 
over the present form. 
| “Indeterminate franchises for 
public utilities; placing responsi- 
bility for general budget -in the 
hands of the mayo where it 
properly belongs; increase in pow- 
er of mayor, making him more 
nearly an adminietrative officer 
than a glorified chief of police: im- 
provements in the purchasing de- 
partmem of the city, relieving the 
eounci! of much of the adminis- 
trative responsibility, and making 
its duties almost entirely legislative, 
as they properly should be.” 

The committee announces that it 
“wishes to register its unqualified 
disapproval of any city, county, 
Stat® or government entering into 
any business in competition with 
ite citizens when such business can 
be maintained as well or better b 
private enterprise,” but inasmuc 
as the new charter copies the old 
in granting the city right to en- 
gage in business enterprises, the 
committee finds that “wé would be 
no better off than we are now if 
we defeated the proposed charter 
because of this provision.” 


RAPS PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


Relative to the new charter pro- 
Vision permititng the Power Ru- 
reau to borrow funds representing 
not to exceed one-third of the pre- 
ceding year’s gross receipts, the 
committee reiterates its disapproval 
of public ownership. but finds that 
“under the circumstances we be- 
Neve this to be a reasonable power 
to confer upon @ proper commis- 
sion. This is a power no greater 
than that conferred upon the board 
of directors of a private corpora- 
tion, and if the commission is 
honest and efficient we feel no 
harm can come thereby.” 

Commenting upon the proposed 
new housing commission and the 
provisions that would enable the 
commission to borrow money for 
the purpose of acquiring iand and 
constructing apartment-houses and 
dwellings for citizens of humble 
meana, the committee asserts that 
“the whole measure may be de- 
scribed as being so utterly imprac- 
tical that it probably will not work. 

Approval is given the new char- 
ter’s provision for « general mu- 
nicipal budget, to be made by the 
mayor in consultation with de- 
partment heads, and the committee 
likewise approves the proposal to 
create a police commission of five 
members appointed by the mayor, 
who will not himself serve on the 
commission, af at present. The 
committee believes that “the 
changes made in the police depart- 
ment would result in taking the 
police department very largely out 
of politics.” 


OPORTUNITY SEEN 


Some opportunity for improved 
police methods is seen by the com- 
mittee in the new charter provision 
giving the police commission au- 
thority to divide police activity Into 
two divisions, the first to concern 
itself directly with the suppression 
of vice and crime, and the second 
to have supervision of traffic mat- 
ters. 

The committee looks with some 
disapproval upon the proposed new 
charter’s provisions relating to a 
civil service commission, indicating 
its belief that other similarly con- 
stituted boards directly in touch 
with municipal employees could be

Better Business Bureau Manager Urges Necessity of 
Trath in Marketing by Dealers 


Ferris R. Miller, manager of the Better Business Bureau, has! 


been delivering daily talka on Truth in Advertising for the past few 


weeks.

“Bo it is important that radio 
advertising be truthful. The radio 
dealers, on account of the newness 
of radio to millions of people, have 
it in their power to make or break 
radio by the Statements in their 

“All claims of a startling or ex- 
aggerated character should de 
looked upon with suspicion. Good 
merchandise does not require sen- 
sational selling methods. 


RESPONSIBILITY 

“The responsibility of the dealer 
offering radio equipment is a good 
\index of the merchandise offered. 
‘and by a responsible dealer I do 
,mot necessarily mean a big dealer. 
|There are many thorough repu- 
‘table small dealers, who are not 


satisfied with a sale uniets the 
| purchaser is satisfied.

dealer has no reputation to maina- 
tain and is tn no position to render 
adequate service after equipment 
has been sold.

MARKING PROCESS 

Lambs are crowded into the 
marking pen until there is hardly 
foot room for the three catchers 
to climb over the fence to hand the 
lambs up to the markers. I we 
a catcher and it was one of the 
most harrowing experiences of my 
life. Shoot your right arm uné@er 
the plump little belly of the lamb 
and pick it u with Its back 
against your belt line. Once off 
the ground the lamb is quite do- 
cile if held in this position, but if 
caught by a foot it would strug- 
gle violently. Holding it with your 
knees, you quickly grab its hind 
legs, pulling them upward be- 
tween its front legs in such a Way 
that it is locked and powerless to 
struggle. The hoofs of its hind 
legs are almost wrapped about its 
neck, thus throwing the head for- 
ward. Hold tightly to those hind 
legs, for if your hand slips, the 
hoof will fly out with a spring and 
probably kick the marker in the 
Set the lamb up on its tail 
on the plank-marking table. Near 
by ts a portable forge with long- 
handied searing irons like minia- 
ture spades. The edge of each 
iron is kept cherry red and is very 
sharp. The marker clips the ears 
of the lamb—both ears of a ewe

‘VICTIM OF HIS LOVE BURIED 


Pre Tender Dies of Injuries Received When 
He Trespassed on Forbidden Galley 


yesterday, a victim of a death so 


Vivier, a Frenchman, 
when he died a few days ago. He 
was much younger when Marios 
Blanc, a countryman, found him 
rovihg the streets, for Vivier was 
but a tramp, homeless and with- 
out a friend. Marios, the old man, 
gave him a home. Marios became 
bis friend. And the career of 
Vivier became the life work of 
Marios, for Marios desired to trans- 
form the tramp into a great and 
learned electrician. But the teach- 
ings of Marios bore only blighted 
fruit, for after years of tutoring 
Vivier, the transformed tramp, was 
only a dynamo tender—not an elec- 
trical wizard—when he died a few 
days ago. 

HANDS, FEET BURNED OFF 

Vivier was alone in the Pacific 
Election substation at Lankershim, 
polishing the droning dynamos. He 
ventured to the gallery, among en- 
tangled wires and mysterious 
switches. It was forbidden terri- 
tory to dynamo tenders. He falled 
to turn off the switches while he 
trespassed on the forbidden gal- 
lery. Then, for the first time, he 
felt the touch of his love, invisible. 
but the first touch of death. It 
. through his body, set his 
clothing aflame and burned off his 
feet and handa. He had wandered 
into an are of 15,000 volts of elec- 
tricity. 
Vivier staggered to a window and 
screamed, but the chorus of dron- 
ing dynamos drowned his cries. He 
was cons .ous, unable to beat out 
the flames—for he had no hands. 
With his déared arm stumps he 
raised a window and screamed 
again, but again the shrieks were 
overwhelmed by the dynamo 
chorus. 
Vivier clambored to the window 
sill. He jumped to the ground, a 
comet of fre. In the leap his skull 
was fractured. And the song of the 
dynamo continued, triumphant in 
that Vivier, the curious one, had 
been horribly maimed. 


CRAWLS ACROSS YARD 
Vivier crawled across the green 
yard. He reached a near-by cis- 
tern, and, somehow, removed the 
cover. As he writhed up to the 
cistern mouth, the stagnant waters 
invited him, offered to extinguish 
his burning clothing and soothe 
bis seared body. And he plunged 
to the bottom of the cistern.

Tt appears that numerous specu- 
rlative accounts, weakened by the 
declining movement have been sold 
out and as a result the technical 
position of the market is accord- 
ingly strengthened. 

By way of compensation for the 
weakness in oila there was re- 
newed strength in railroad strmres 
and a demand for copper stocks at 


copper stocks ranged as high as 4 
points but were largely forfeited In 
the subsequent decline. Railroad 
shares, both high priced dividend 
payers and speculative tesues dis- 
played a strong undertone and seem 
to be under accumulation, despite 
the fact that many of them sagged 
off in sympathy with pressure on 
New York Central. Their recegt 
market action together with the 
general business outiook points te 
higher prices ultimately. 

The strong demand for copper 
metal, unexpected «et this time in 


sible for the sudden upturn in cop- 
per stocks, several of which at- 
tained new high prices for a period 
of months. ere stocks had been 
practically dormant for many 
weeks, fluctuating within narrow 
limits. Many are selling to yield 
between 8 per cent and 10 per cent 
and the long pull outlook is en- 
couraging. 
MOTOR PRICES UP 

The stock market did not im- 
prove appreciably when the sev- 
eral advahces were announced by 
Dedge Brothers, General Motors 
and a few other prominent makers. 
Production appears to be going on 
at full epeed abead. but it ts fe 
that some of the weaker compa- 
nies must be eliminated in the com- 
etition which appears inevitable. 
t ia belleved also that several con- 
solidations are even now under 
discussion. not only in the aute- 
motive field, but throughout all in- 
dustry. 

Tire and motor accessory stocks 
are none too popular if market ac- 
tion furnishes any indication. Yet 
stgcks of motor-truck manufactur- 
ers are in demand. Stocks of this 
class however, are obviously influ- 
enced by industrial conditions in 
general, rather than within the 
automotive industry in particular. 


MARKET OUTLOOK GOOD 

A study of fundamental] economic 
factore warrants a conservatively 
optimistic attitude toward the 
course of security prices. The weak- 
néms which develops from time to 
time ie traceable to political devel- 
opments, more than fundamental 
setbacks. The oil industry has 
turned the corner and shrewd buy- 
ers take advantage of market de- 
clines to acquire such issues as As- 
sociated, Standard of California, 
Union O11, Unten O11 Associates, 
Shell Union and Genera) Petrole- 
um. The same is true of the list 
in general. . 

Railroad stocks offer very attrac- 
tive possibilities for profit and high 
income. Congress is so busy with 
the ofl aituation and tax reduction 
program that it is extremely doubt- 
ful if railroad legisiation will be 
attempted in the near future. In- 
cidentally it is doubtful if any 
harmful legislation will be enacted 
at any time as public sentiment is 
squarely behind the railroads.

MORE NEW BONDS 
Several new bond tasues made 
their appearance last week, 4 
largest being $150,000,000 Japanese 
6% per cent. These were rapidly 
subscribed by a large list of deal- 
ers throughout the country and al- 
most immediately sold at a pre- 
mium. Of great local interest was 
the $1,500,000 tesue of 7 per cent 
firet mortgage bonds by United Oil 
Company which recently acquired 
the Richfield Oil Company, thereby 
entering the ranks of marketers 
and refiners.

The emotion in this play is, 
however, terrific, and the final 
tragedy is as aygpalling and grew- 
some as anything that has been 
seen on the stage.

Feeling the 
dread of losing the affection of 
her husband, and something of the 
horror that lurks around, she 
comes during the play intent on 
suicide. 

The drama gets its symbolic 
name from the fact that the action 
transpires during some excava- 
tions that are being made for a 
ruined city of ancient time in the 
midst of a desert. 

The final cryptic lines, that are 
spoken by Duse, are especially, 
to be noted, because they have 
such an indefinite yet big mean- 
; ing in the play.

istence. It came into the posses- 
sion of a government employee in 
Wisconsin, who had a frignd sta- 
tioned at the frontier army post 
at Fort Yuma and destring to 
make a fitting present the picture 
was entrusted to a pony express 
rider for the long journey across 
the Indian infested country. 
Records show that the picture 
arrived at Fort Yuma during the 
holiday time of the winter of 
1866-66 and from then on wntil 
the abandonment of the post in 
1894 it occupied a prominent spot 
in headquarters office when it 
passed into the hands of a notori- 
ous gambler, who cherished it un- 
til he wae slain in a saloon brawl. 
From that day up to the dry ad- 
vent the picture graced the spot 
over the bar at the Old Pilanta- 
tion, and during the time old- 
timers recall many toucta made 
to the tllustrious leaders. With the 
coming of prohibition the picture 
was taken down and forgotten un- 
til lately unearthed amid the fix- 
tures of the old saloon. ; 
Years have not obliterated any 
of the fine points of the piece and 
save for a few cracks of age it ap- 
pears as bright as the day the en- 
graver completed his work. 

The picture has been presented 
to the Yuma Carnegie Library and 
already a considerable number of 
art critics have pronounced the 
likeness as among the best of the 
two immortals of American his- 
tory.

Last year the 


EXPORTERS ARE 
GIVEN ADVICE. 


Suggestions Outlined for 
Americans | 


Mexican Trade Relations Are 
Simplified 


Formal Receipt of Delivery 
is Essential 


(EXCLOSITE DISPATCH) 
MEXICO CITY, Feb. 16.—Vice- 
Consul Ernest EB. Evans advises 


American exporters interested in 
opening commercia! relations with 
firms in Mexico or in collecting ac- 
counts outstanding to note the fol- 
lowing suggestions offered by prom- 
inent lawyers of Mexico City: 

On making sales of merchandise 
to Mexican customers, American 
exporters should obtain, if possible, 
at the time of delivery a formal 
receipt of delivery and an expres- 
sion of conformity by the buyer of 


terms and conditions of payment. 
These notations should be made in 
Spanish, the legal language of the 
country, and preferably on a dupli- 
cate copy of the bill rendered. 


PROOF OF DEIAVERY 

In a suit on account, ready proof 
of delivery and agreement to pay, 
in writing, are most important with 
& view to expediting the proceed- 
ings. Affidavits to account are of 
no service whatseever, as they 
prove nothing. Ali original docu- 
ments, orders, letters and state- 
ments, showing purchase, delivery, 
acceptance and agreement to pay 
should be sent to the attorney in 
Mexico when the account is for- 
warded for collection. 

If payment it not made in ad- 
vance or upon delivery of the mer- 
chandise, acceptances or notes in 
Spanish should be taken in due 
form. These afford a far better 
and more expeditious remedy at 
law than an open account. Of the 
two, an acceptance is preferable to 
a note. A compliance with the 
above suggestion will not only ful- 
fill all iegal requirements, but con- 
form to the customs of the coun- 
try as. well. 

COLLECTIONS HARD

There is little advantaye in press- 
ing a collection of an open account 
amounting to #200, United States 
currency, or less, for the reason 
that the attorney's fees, together 
with the legal expenses involved 
in attempting the collection of such 
unsupported account would 
equal if not exceed the amount in 
litigation. In other words, only an 
open account exceeding the 
amount mentiofied would repay col- 
lection under these circumstances. 


WRITTEN PROOF 

It may be reiterated, therefore, 
that written evidence is not only 
the best evidence in Mexico, but 
every step taken in a commercial 
transaction should be evidenced in 
writing, so that when the trans- 
action is completed, documentary 
roof, in Spanish, will be sufficient 

itself so to indicate. 

Attachment proceedings may be 
had on a note or acceptance before 
judgment if the note or acceptance 
ils in proper mercantile form. At- 
tachment will prevail before judg- 
ment is obtained only when an ac- 
count bears all the written requis- 
ites necessary. Bond for attach- 
ment is not ordinarily required. 

Bankrtupcy proceedings super- 
sede and nullify attachment and 
all other proceedings unless judg- 
ment has been previously obtained.

Brazilian Government Institutes 
New Body to Stabilize Price 
of Product

SAO PAULO (Brazil) Feb. 16—The Brazilian govern- 
ment is organizing an “Institute for the Permanent Defense of |.

The term “valorization,” even in 
Brazil, ie a rather loose one that 
connotes a number of different ex- 
pedients looking to stabilization of 
the price of a farm crop. It was 
firet tried in Brazil in 1906, when 
the State of Sac Paulo valorized 
coffee on its own hook and suc- 
ceeded in scandalizing coffee can- 
sumers in the United States, be- 
cause the idea was then new and 
unfamiliar. The Brazilian Federal 
government commenced valorizing 
in 1920. The origin of the term is 
found in the end the process seeks 
te accomplish, rather than in the 
means employed to reach that end. 
Valorization seeks to stabilize the 
value, or rather, the minimum val- 
ue, of a crop by preventing a 
flooding of the market, whether 
through overproduction or through 
faulty marketing. Im the United 
States it is fashionable in farm 
tlee circles to refer to it as “or- 
deriy marketing.” 


ITs DONE. 
Valorization has been effected by 
a number of different means. The 
government may lend money to

She produces about 70 per 
cent of the world’s annual coffee 
supply. When the government buys 
in some. 5,000,000 bags of coffee, 
as it did in the first year of the 
present period of valorization, it 
may be cornering as much ase 25 
per cent of the world’s production. 
The withholding of such a propor- 
tion as this from the market can 
and does have a tremendous in- 
fuence on prices. In this reepect 
the Brazilian coffee grower has a 
vast advantage over the North 
American wheat producer, for the 
United States p uces but a «mal! 
fraction of the world’s exportable 
surplus of wheat and world wheat 
prices are made, not in Chicago, 
but in Liverpool.

Tt has beea wrecen into the law 
for many centuries that a corpora- 
tion has no soul. I think the time 
has come for the business world 
to challenge this statement; for 
surely with the dawning of the 
era of business decency, with the 
rapidly awakening conscience of 
the average business man to his 
community and national responsi- 
bilities, with his realization that 
true business success is to be 
found in service, in fair dealing 


house which determines its 
strength and durability. The char- 
acter of the house is determined 
by the individual brick. So it is 
with the corporation; its character 
ig determined by the individual 
soul which goes to make it up. 


COLLECTED BRICKS 
The collected bricks make a 
house; the men banded together 
in a corporation give to that er- 
ganization a collective soul. The 
individual with a soul, working in 
peace and harmony with kindred 


and in co-operative heipfuiness, 

there must come a refutation of 

that age-old expression of a soul- 
corporation.” 

I maintain that the intelligent, 
wide-visioned American business 
man of today is making of the 
ecrporation an anthropomorphic 
entity; he is breathing into the 
corporate body a soul, intangible, 
yes, but as real and vital as the 
human soul; for he is putting into 
it his own spirit. 

According to the laws of our na- 
tion three persons may band to- 
gether, sign articles of agreement 
and form themeelves into a cor- 
poration. The life of that corpora- 
tion depends -on their personali- 
ties, the epirit they put into this 
otherwise lifeless thing. Therefore, 
iM must needs have a soul, a col- 
lective soul. 


PROTECT WORKERS 

I am not going to argue that 
some corporations do not conduct 
business Upon a plane that begets 
Souli¢eaness. But is that not also 
true of the individual, with every- 
thing in life’? Certain cor- 
perations have been forced by 
Many laws te protect the lives of 
those who work for them, they 
have had to provide certain im- 
proved conditions of sanitation and 
te give to those whe must labor 
for them a chance for health and 
happiness. But not alone by laws 
heve these things been brought 
about. The directors of some of 
these corporations have learned 
that the policy of the ‘square 
deal” means greater dividends for 
them; that by equipping their fac- 
tories in such a manner that the 
employees remained lofa!l and con- 
tented, there came a greater pro- 
Guction and the saving of vast 
sums elimiimation of “turn- 
overs Tin the force. Sometimes the 
agitation of what we are pleased 
call has brought this 
fereibly to their attention. 

All of these things have been 
brought about through the awaken- 
ing of a public conscience. No 
Man or corporation can conduct his 
business by himeeif alene, he must 
nee@ds have the good will of his 
fellows in order that he may suc- | 
ceed. The dark days of business 
Piracy are passing: there is com- 
ing the day of enlightenment when 
every business realizes that what ix 
the greatest good for the greatest 
number in business whether it be 
With competitor or with employee 
means in the long run prosperity 
fer him.

In a later sense, 
the term designated the human 
espir® conceived to be an immate- 
rial sand usually an immortal) be- 
ing, which is the source of human 
life, intellige and personality.

Tm this sense the sou! is equivalent 
étther to consciousness which may 
be geald to constitute the ego, but 
ie asserted to have any exist- 
ence outside of or apart from con- 
eciouenesr:.

justice from a corporation did you”? 
They have neither & soul to save 
ner a bedy to kick.” These ancient 
legal authorities have been backed 
uP More recently by the Supreme 
Court of the Untted States. 


BODY SANS SOUL 

Stubbs in his constitutional his- 
tory of England, says: “The marks 
of 4 legal corporation are the right 
ef perpetual succession to sué and 
‘be gued by name, and, therefore, it 
becomes self-evident that a cor- 
poration cannot have a soul, if we 
are to confine the word soul to 
thrée or four definitions of it given 
in any standard dictionary.” 

In other words, according to all! 
these authdrities, the human soul 
is & Personal thing, while the cor- 
poration is. an impersonal thing. 
As to the human soul being per- 
sonal, I think the row which 
made a wilderness of Europe dur- 
ing the ware of the Reformation 
settled that; the right of every in- 


@ividtial to determine his own 
salvation. 
Therefore, the preblem before 


souls will create through this in- 
tercommunication and love of de- 
cency and fair dealing. a spirit 
which can, by the results obtained. 
be deelared to be “the soul of the 
corporation.” 

Now for the purpose of argu- 
ment let us establish the 
theory of this corporate soul. 
Let us see how the hypo- 
thesis works out. If a corpora- 
tion has a soul, can that soul be 
punished for wrong doing? Ed- 
mund Burke says: “Corporate 
bodies are immortal for the good 
of the members, but not for their 
punishment.” Can this corporate 
soul be guilty of murder? No. Can 
this corporate body steal? No. 
But can it commit libe] Yes. No 
criminal action can be taken 
against the individual responsible 
for the conduct of the corporation. 

Therefore if guilt must be a per- 
sonal thing, the good things done 
must likewise be personal. The 
shield must be reversed. The 
moral law working through the 
corporation from its source, Its 
stockholders and directors takes 
on, then, a soul of and by itself. 
We have then, the collective or 
corporate soul making itself felt 
im the business life of America 


today 
HUMAN ELEMENT 

Time was when business did not 
take into consideration the human 
element as it now does. We have 
gone through the dark ages of 
gross materialism in American 
business, but business has been no 
less lacking in vision than all 
other lines of effort. Political gov- 
ernment is cleaner and finer today 
than it ever has been in our his- 
tory—and so is business. We make 


progress. 

In the business and industrial 
world of yesterday men worked 
twelve and fourteen hours a day. 
and often in wretched. unsanitary 
conditions. Modern business was at 
its beginnings and had its lessons 
to learn. Very often the smal! be- 
ginnings forbade other . conditions. 

A now great chemical factory in 
Detroit had its modest beginning in 
a barn, later in a large frame 

ouse. Today it has one of the 

rgest and best-equipped plants of 
its kind in the world. Employees 
are shown every consideration in 
the way of recreation’ and rest 
and all have an opportunity to in- 
vest in the stock of the company 
and «hare its profits. 

Good business, you will say? Yes, 
good business—the good business of 
the square deal—a dawning of an 
understanding of the golden rule 
of life. To give the other a chance, 
to make the men and women asso- 
ciated with you in business, happy 
and contented and prosperous 
throug their own efforts, is intel- 
ligent selfishness: for it is bread 
cast upon the waters. 

It is the great corporations of 
America with thelr vast and diver- 
sified stockholders who are sensing 
thin. Business is being animated 
by this collective sou!, and I say 
to you that no corporation whcih 
breathes into its organization 
through its stockholders and di- 
rectors a apirit of Christian broth- 
erhood can be called a “soulless 
corporation” in the sense that has 
been applied.

Water, the first need of a great 
population, has been provided for 
the present through the Owens 
River Aqueduct and plans are un- 
der way for enlarged supply to 
cover future needs. Public and 
domestic conveniences have been 
provided by private capital in 
such abundance as to make this 
community the most attractive in 
the world from this point of view. 
All these things make for greater 
population, more territory devoted 
to city homes and greater need of 
supplies from the back country. 


LOCAL POPTLATION 

Twenty-five years ago Los An- 
geles h 100,000 people and was 
growing at the rate of a few thou- 
sand yearly. 

Ten years ago, we had 400,000 
and were adding twenty to 30,000 
to our population each year. We 
has completed the great Owens 
River Aqueduct and with ample 
water gupply for all purposes, 
were lopking ahead to growth and 
development on an unprecedented 
aQalc. 

Teday, various calculations of 
men who study civic growth show 
that Los Angeles contains from 
$00,000 to 1,100,000 people and 
it seems safe to state that we have 
at least a round million. One hun- 
dred thousand to 160,000 of this 
is new during 1923. 

On previous occasions when at- 
tention has been directed to the 
rapid growth of this city’s popula- 
tion, it has been claimed with 
some reason that the Bay Region 
contained a greater number of 
people per square mile than a sim- 
ilar area around Los Angeles. Such 
claims can no longer be made with 
any Basis in fact. 

Today the region immediately 
agjacent to Los Angeles contains 
a population of the greatest dens- 
ity anywhere on the Pacific Coast. 
Within thirty-five miles of los An- 
gcies, in Lose Angeles county, are 
1,760,000 people. Next to this in 
density fo rthe Coast, comes San 
Francisco Bay region with 1,0990,- 
000'in three counties, within a 
radius of fifty miles from San 
Francisco. 

The overwhelming inrush of 
people to Southern California is 
steadily moving the center line of 
the Pacific Coast population to the 
southward. In 1920 it ran through 
the Golden Gate, adding to the 
prestige of bay cities as normal 
centers of industry and trade. To- 
day it has shifted to a line mid- 
way between Fresno an Bakesfield 
and is unquestionably moving far- 
ther south. 

Los Angeles county, with 4 per 
of the State's area, has 39 per 
cent of the State population. One- 
half the people of Galifornia now 
reside in the section adjacent to 
and including Los Angeles. This 
refers only to what is known as 
the Los Angeles section and does 
not include San Diego or any other 
similar points In Southern Califor- 
nia. 


SUPPLIES OF FOOD 

It is entirely natural that the 
business of subdividing property 
into homesites and building homes 
on them for the newcomers, ha* 
become one of the great industrics 
of Los Angeles. It has taken rap- 
idiy increasing acreage and has 
helped to bring about a complex 
problem of how to feed those who 
buy these homes and also how to 
provide foed supplies formerly 
grown on the lands thus taken out 
of agriculture for city growth. 

This problem of.food supply is 
further complicated by the fact 
that much area outsid® of the city 
and county is being withdrawn 
from cultivation for home use. 

Railroad statistica show that, 
during 1923, 132,000 people came 
to Los Angeles, bag and baggage 
and household goods and that this 
represents less than half the total 
who came here to become perma- 
nent residents of the Los Angeles 
section. The total number is es- 
timated conservatively at more 
than 250.000, equal approximately 
to the population of Portland, Or., 
or Oakland, Cal. Bome of these 
new residents will settle in mear- 
by towns but approximately 160,- 
000 of them are eaid to have re- 
mained to add to the population of 
the metropolis of the Pacific Cuoast. 


PROBLEM IS SERIOUS 


From these figures it will be at 
once apparent to the most casual 
observer that the problem of food 
supply is one of increasing im- 
portance to the Los Angeles #ec- 
tion. To the student and the lead- 
er of civic progress, it means ex- 
haustive study looking to greater 
and more iptensive development 
of our immediate agricultural and 
ether economic resources, hiong 
vith promotion and encourage- 
ment of development in the back 
country throughout the vast South- 
western Empire. 

A city of a million people must 


of constantly increasing scale. 
The latter factor applies espec- 
laliy im the case of Los 
,and other cities built in semiarid 
territory. The little old Spanian 
pueblo that was El Pueblo de 
Nuestra Senora de Los Angefes ha 
few problems. American enterprise 
built the great city eut of the ob«- 
cure pueblo and in so doing pro- 


duced problems to tax the wisdom) 


their posterity. 

Until the middle of 1921, Los 
| Angeles county produced practic- 
jally all the feod needed for local 
;consumption. Some articles were 
shipped in, but outgoing foods 
practically balanced the incoming. 
Up to two years ago a total of 
about 25,000. acres had been Ioat 
to local farm use through subdivi- 
sion. Since then 
atres have been similarly diverted 
\from production. Some new acre- 
age has been developed. The net 
agricultural loss from this cause 
is close to 80,000 acres. 

Other lands, however, which have 
neo agricultural value, have been 
subdivided and these lands mostly 
hilly use water in even greater 
quantities than the level land that 
was in farme. Water is the limit- 
ing factor in southwestern agri- 
culture, as all land used for local 
subdivision may be said to entail 
a direct loss in local food produc- 
tion. Ol wells, while a source of 
great local prosperity, remove 
more and more land in, Southern 
California from the domain of food 
production. Thousands of these 
wells are within the limits of Los 
Angeles. 

All told it seems certain that the 
civic growth of this section has 
been accompanied by a loas to 
local agriculture of several hun- 
dred thousand acres. Many sug- 
gestions for remedies of the situa- 
tion thus produced, have been sug- 
gested. Notable among these is 
that of Dr. George P. Clements, 
manager of the agricultural de- 
partment of the local Chamber of 
Commerce. 

In an article in The Times of 
January 6 Dr. Clements calls at- 
tention to the paramount import- 
ance of water as a factor in de- 
termining and limiting the agricul- 
tural productivity of the State of 
California. Recognizing that on 
this account a large proportion: of 
the good land of the State muat 
be left to dry farming, he recom- 
mends that the technical tiftelli- 
Kence of Southern California farm- 
ers be developed to the greatest 
possible degree by education in 
modern farm methods of those 
now here and careful selection 
through public and 
agencies #0 that the best class of 
farmers may be secured for new 
land developed for agricultural 


uses. 
FOOD CONSUMPTION 

During the present and recent 
period of exceptional growth the 
food consumption of Los Angeles 
has been remarkabte. Statistica 
show that in 1922 the cow popu- 
lation of California was 650,000 
and the total milk merketed 
reached the astonishing figure 
of 72,551,911 gallons. The 
total butter fat production was 
120,000,000 pounds, of which Los 
Angeles county produced 7,091,- 
047 pounds. It requires over 12,- 
600 gallons of milk a day to sup- 
ply Los Angeles. The per capita 
consumption of butter fat in this 
citv is between seventeen and 
cighteen pounda. 

Since 1919 Los Angeles has in- 
creased ite milk consumption out 
of all proportion to the popula- 
tion increase. During that year we 
were tenth in the Unfled, States in 

r capita milk consumption. To- 
Ghny we are third. 

Sixty per cent of the cheese, 15 
per cent of the butter and 10 per 
cent of the evaporated milk used 
comes from outside the State. Nine- 
ty per cent of the hogs, 69 per cent 
of the cattle and 60 per cent of the 
sheep and lambs slaughtered in 
Los Angeles are brought from out- 
side California. 


CITY LOGICAL 
COTTON CENTER 
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of which 49.3 pounds was 
due to @rougcht, floods and tor- 
nadoes and 109.1 pounds was due 
to the depredations of the boll- 
weevil. 

In other words, the average cot- 
ton grower In the United States 
lost 158.4 pounda per acre, or 
about 60 per cent of his normal 
crop, due to causes from which the 
Pacific-Bouthweat will never suf- 
fer. 

The average production in thia 
section is 280 unds of cotton 
fiber per acre. he total produc- 
tion for 1923 will be about 225,- 
000 bales, valued at $34,000,000. 

At present our mills in California 
are using only about 60,000 bales 
of thie cotton, Finglish milis tak- 
ing about 75.000 bales ang east- 
ern mills the balance (100,000 
bales). 

The cotton grower is greatly ben- 
efited by near-by mills, and prox- 
imity to the cotton fielde is one 
of the greatest advantages a mill 
can have. It seems, therefore, that 
$2 Angeles must soon have enough 
mills to consume the entire cotton 
crop of the Pacific-Southwest. 

Cotton is grown over a large 
area, and after being ginned is 
taken to certain concentration 
pointa to be sold. Galveston ia the 
concentration point for Texas cot-

From these figures we see that 
the cotton mills in Southern Cal- 
ifornia have an advantage over 
the mills In other localities from 
the very start. A mill here gets 
ite cotton from Calexico at a cent

For a _ 10,000-spindle 
duck mill this would mean about 


$18,000 a year, or an increase of 
about 10 per cent in the profit. 

Even on Texas cottons, a mill 
in Southern California has a slight 
advantage over mills in others 
tions. Since the lower grades of 
Texas cotton are widely used in 
making ducks, and other coarse 
goods, this advantage is quite sig- 
nificant.

Our population has grown from 
390.000 im 1912 to 850.000 in 1923. 

Today there are 185,000 work- 
ers employed in the industries of 
Los Angeles, more than our en- 
tire population twenty years ago. 

Within twoé and one-half years, 
from January 1, 1921, to July, 1923, 
Los Angeles gained 56 per cent in 
the number of its workers. 

And there is quality as well as 
qvantity in this tabulation. The 
great majority of our industrial 
workers are American born. They 
make up the high average of our 
citizenship, 36.4 per cent of whom 
own their own homes. Today we 
show a per capita wealth of $2974, 
just $602 more than the nearest 
American city. 

In 19810 we had 975 industries, 
against 4250 in 1922. The com- 
parison of production sheets for 
these two years gives a value of 
manufactured products in 1910 of 
$75.300,000, against $959,806.503 in 
1922, an increase of nearly 1200 
per cent. 

I have before me a let of the 
names and addresses of 432 Los An- 
geles industrial plants each of 
which employs 50 or more opera- 
tives. Of this total of 432 plants, 
51 employ more than 2560 persons, 
and 42 employ more than 500 per- 
sons as actual workers. 

A careful tabulation at the end 
of 1922 showed industrial capital 
invested in Los Angeles amounting 
to $685.184.897 which investment 
produced in pay rolls for the year 
1922 the remarkable total of $276,- 
912.168. or a weekly average pay 
roll of $5,326,234. The figures for 
1923 will greatly increase both the 
total and the average per week. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 

Industrial capital has a con- 
firmed habit of seeking productive 
fields and cannot be intrigued by 
mere enthusiasm over climate, or 
by the customary three rousing 
cheers of the territorial exploiter. 
We might reflect with profit over 
the homely colloguialism that our 
industries are here because they're 
here. 

We have a large and highly pro- 
ductive back country, that requisite 
source of raw material supply. In 
1922. our “second line” gave the 
world market, agricultural prod- 
ucts worth $279.080,.258, together 
with 68,544,308" barrels of South- 
ern California oil, and $179,011,- 
185 worth of minerals. 

And these were carried to their 
markets in some 280.000 freight

)nental railroads, and in 8791 ships 
_ clearing from the harbor of Los 
| Angeles, fying the pennants of the 
56 off-shore and deep-sea lines 
which connect us directly with 110 
of the greatest sea ports of the 
world. 

Our 1928 railroad facilities im- 
provement is addressed to a budg- 
et of nearly $5,000,000 for bet- 
terments, while the $23,000,000 ex- 
pended in our built-to-order har- 
bor have made the port of Los An- 
geles the Liverpool of the Pacific, 
with a tonnage value increase 
from $76,000,000 in 1916 to $284,- 
1/000.000 in 1922, an increase of 
| nearly 300 per cent in six years, 
) We have dollars to place along- 
side of the dollars of eastern cap- 
\ital seeking investment here. Los 
Angeles banks have approximately 
$850,000,000 of resources, and be- 
yond this it is equally true that 
some of the largest central and 
feastern groups of the financial 
world are turning to Southern Cali- 
fornia with their almost limitless 
investment resources. 

Our reserves of hydroelectric 
power are being planned for the 
city of 1950, in addition to a pres- 
ent power supply, the rates for 
which are lower than in industrial 
centers like Boston, New York and 
Chicago. To ite present resources 
of 376,000 available horsepower 
the Southern California Edison 
Company has actually under con- 
struction a project to add 1,250,000 
horsepower by 1923, at a cost of 
$375,000,000. 

The Los Angeles manufaturer ts 
able to eliminate “heat" from the 
standard equation of “heat, light 
and power.” a privilege extended 
to his co-workers in the shop who 
have as eastern and northern resi- 
dents watched so many dollars go 
|into the furnace and the family 


base-burner. The “Kalamazoo di- 
rect to you” has no terrors for 
Los Angeles. 


Our tax situation places us in 
the lead over every large Ameri- 
can city. Our assessments are 
bared on a 60 per cent valuation, 
and the Los Angeles rate is $18.45. 
against $22.67 in Detroit, $24.70 in 
St. Louis, $27.50 in New York and 
$38.20 in Chicago. 

The strength of industrial sta- 
tistics resets in their comparisons, 
and our industrial message cannot 
better be stressed than by broad- 
casting such comparisons, since 
they ansWer the questions pre- 
‘gented each day to industrial ex- 
ecutives beyond the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR 

Our argument now brings us to 
the center of gravity in the fabric 
of industrial Los Angeles, the ques- 
tion of labor. The admitted abuses 
of the past, if not the present, 
which have, and sometimes do yet, 
foster and accentuate the mooted 
question of capital and labor, have 
been omitted in our industria! foun- 
dation.

The professional 
man, the merchant and the manu- 
facturer each carries on for both 
the present and the future, apply- 
ing to the fixed costs of life a rea- 
sonable budget of expense, and tak- 
ing comfort in also accumulating 
for the less active and «strenuous 
days of the future something tan- 
gible and income-producing. Tt 
will be a great day for industrial 
Angeles when it possesses a5 
;an integral part of ite American 
| plan of tabor, some broad-epread 
policy of profit sharing or co-op- 


eelf. The Los Angeles American 
plan of labor will be an achieve- 
ment of world-wide .jAmportance 
when we are able to announce the 
genuine operation of a new union 
rule, the union of employer and 
employee as workers toward a 
common and mutual end. God 
will not speed this happy day un- 
less we begin its inception our- 
selves. 

The best way to increase the in- 
dustrial development of Los Ange- 
les is to take good care of the 
worthy industries we already have. 
In acclaiming so proudly’ their 
growth, we must remember that 
they require capital to keep pace 
with their extending activities.. 
There is probably a better way 
than the oft-used route of issuing 
bonds. A bond is a mortgage or 
the evidence of a debt. It carries 
a.fixed interest charge, like any 
direct financial obligation, and it 
requires the setting aside of a sink- 
ing or retirement fund which 
draws on the capital needed for 
extension of business or new equip- 
ment, or broader operation. The 
investing public will better sup- 
port our industrial structure by 
more liberally buying local indus- 
trial stocks in going and success- 
ful concerns, since the same care- 
ful analysis may be given a stock 
investment as is given a bond in- 
vestment. surrounded by the safe- 
guards which are sometimes more 
freely given to a partner than to a 
creditor. More of our local indus- 
triale should be listed and traded 
in through our local stock ex- 
change, voluntarily taking the pub- 
lic into their confidence and leav- 
ing the banks free to finance the 
proper and customary current 
transactions of a going and increas- 
ing business instead of being called 
upon for what are practically cap- 
ital loans or the underwriting of 
extended bond issues.

The cheerful words, “Made in 
Los Angeles” should be stamped 
on every article of home produc- 
tion. They will carry the message 
of our industrial growth to the 
four corners of the earth, and will 
meantime inspire the loyal citizen 
to see to it that he buys at home 
the things made at home with 
money which will remain at home 
as a willing worker, without de- 
ducting any lost time occupied in 
ite more or less winding journey 
back from the world outside. If 
the article is made in Los Ange- 
les, under the American plan, it 
will equal in quality and price any 
similar article made anywhere else.

the human person. “Thorough 
cleansing of an automobile should 
include washing of all parts 
whether they are instantly accessi- 
ble or not.” he says. “Grit and

BY a. 
(In the India Rubber World) 


of the balloon tire 
has, up to the present, been con- 
‘@med meiniy to technical consid- 
erations, such as the characteris«- 
Ves of the new type, the standard- 
Imation of sizes and possible struc- 
tural modifications of motor cars 
‘te adapt them more perfectly to 
"the larger tire sections. 

These are matters of undoubted 
Qmportance but, since they are all 
‘eertain to be dealt with and settied 
course, it is highly prob- 
iable that the effect which the bal- 
doon tire seems likely to have on 
tire sales during the next year or 
two is of greater immediate im- 
port to the rubber industry. 

The situation has in it some 
@lements of surprise and vunecer- 
‘tainty, No one can foresee clearly 
‘what the results of the introduc- 
tien of the new type of tire will 
be. It seems apparent that its 
originators did not anticipate the 
wudden and marked influence that 
the bringing out of the low-~-pres- 
gure tires are already eginning 
‘de have. 

\AN INNOVATION IN MOTORING 

If present indications provide « 
jeafe basis for a forecast, a new 
‘gmede in motoring is getting under 
way and will sweep the country 
by early summer. Fashions change 
‘quickiy in the sutomobile field 
and every real improvement be- 
eomes almost universal within tvro 


‘or three years. way of ex- 
ample, it is sufficient to refer to 
self ting and 
cord tires. 

The limited with bal- 


loon 
te the belief that 
test improvement in tires that 
made since pneumatics 
were fret put on automobiles 
That is a large statem@nt, when 
one considers the convenience that 
demountable rims have given, the 
greater flexibility of cord construc- 
tion and the increased durability 
of present tires. Yet the increased 
comfort, speed, safety and freedom 
from puncture and biowout that 
the balloon tire. affords are be- 
‘lieved to justify the assertion. And 
if this is true, they will soon be- 
come the fashion and the car 
‘with standard oversize tires will be 
Jooked upon in another year or 
two as antiquated. Few car own- 
ers are going to be satisfied with 
high-pressure, tires 
‘after having once ridden on bal- 
loons, or after hearing friends and 
acquaintances tell of their riding 
wualities, or even after observing 
‘the growing use of “balloons” and 
the emooth, easy rolling motion of 

care fitted with them. 

When even a moderate percent- 
of the 14,000,000 passenger 
owners in America begin de- 

mapgding the new type of tire al- 
most simultaneously, they are 
bound,to have a profound effect 
om the entire industry—on tire 
manufacturers, on . automobile 
makers and on tire and car dis- 
tributers and refail dealers. 


RESULT OF PUBLIC DEMAND 

‘Tt was planned te launch the 
new. tires gradually as optional 
equipment on new cars, with an 
extra charge. The fact that they 
were made for 20-inch wheels pre- 
cluded their use en cars already in 
service without an expensive 
change of wheels and rims. This 
ematier wheel diameter: is doubt- 
less desirable in connection with 
‘the er tire sections and is in 
line with the modern seward 
ematier whee! and tire dinmmeters, 
low-hung bodies and standardiza- 
tion of a comparatively few wheel, 
rim and tire sizes. 

If this pian, could have been ad- 
hered to. it would have stimulated 
the @demand for new cars and al- 
lowed a gradual change-over in 
wheels and tires during the course 
of two or three years. This would 
have enabled the manufacturers to 
gauge their production with some 
certainty and gradually use up and 
replace factory equipment for the 
making of the present sizes. But, 
when one of the tire companies 
that depends entirely re- 
placement business unexpectedly 
brought out and began seliing bal- 
loon tires for present standard 
rime to replece practically all tire 
sizes now in use, from the 30x3% 
Clincher to the 35x5 straight-side, 
a new clement of the utmest im- 
port was injected into the situa- 
tion. Within two or three months 
it changed the whole outicok in 
the tire field. Actual use of these 
tires appears to disprove the opin- 
‘jon of other, tire-makers that bal- 
loom tires could not be made to 
replace standard tires successfully 
on the same rime. This opened the 
whole replacement field to the low- 
pressure tire, with the possibility 
of replacing the 646,000,000 tires 
how on cars in use. That is « 
year’s production pacity of all 
the tire companies In the country. 

Of course, there is not the least 
Mketihoed that the 14,000,000 car 
owners will discard their present 
tires and put on sets of balloons 
this year; they couldn't possibly 
get the new tires if they wanted 
to make the change. But there is 
the Hoesibility — even the proba- 
bility-——that a large percentage will 
want the new type as soon as their

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Feb. 9.idriver is encouraged 


Appointment of a special commit- 
tee to enlist the co-operation of 
the business associations and com- 
mercial interests of the country in 
an effort to render motor trans- 


portation more valuable through 
the minimizing of accidents is the 
newest activity of the ever-active 
National Motorists’ Association, 
according to an announcement 
just igsved from N.MLA. headquar- 
ters tn Washington. 

Every automobile collision, ac- 
cident or fatality represents a 
commercial as well as a4 human 
lows, and therefore business has a 
very direct interest in the plans 
for safer motoring to be developed 
by the N.M.A. through its 378 
clube scattered throughout the 
United States, it is declared in the 
announcement. 


APPEAL TO BUSINESS 
“Bo little has been accomplished 


solely through appeals to the in- 
dividual motorist that the next 
logical step for organized miotor- 
ists is to seek co-operation with 
business interests,” says Execu- 
tive Secretary Fred H. Caley ina 
commentary upon the pian. 

“A number of pregressive firms 
are adopting safety plans, and 
these, to be effective, must have 
co-operation from other firms, or- 
ganizations and the public in gen- 
eral,” says Caley. “If there is any 
way to co-ordinate this effort the 
N.M.A. intends to discover it. 

“A committee in charge of such 
co-ordination would be in a posai- 
tion to give support to those plans 
deserving of encouragement, sug- 
improvements in those 
needing revision. It would pro- 
ceed on the assumption that some 
of the plans in forge locally must 
be worthy of being given nation- 
wide attention, and-that this would 
be a decisive step toward accident 
prevention. 

“Business firms are of course 
concentrating upon the commercial! 
driver, but this is a feature of 
great importance to motoring in 
general. Motoriste are very 
largely influenced by how the com- 
mercial driver behaves at the 
wheel, and it follows that where 
the commercia! driver is @isplay- 
ing a good record the motorist of 
the passenger car will follow sult. 

“The plan of one business or- 

nization, for instance, rewards a 
for safe-road record, but 
déesn not excuse him if the ‘other 


fellow to blame. Thus the, 


not only to 
look -out for himeelf but to urge 
co-operation from the thousands of 
other drivers with whom he comes 
in daily contact. 


NO EXCUSES 
and augmented, could do much to 
make it worth while for commer- 


cial drivers to prevent accidents. 

“Such plans as this, if improved 
The average motorist invariably 
excuses himeelf for his careless- 
ness by pointing to those who are 
more careless. But, robbed of this 
possibility becatse of the good- 
read record of the commercial 
driver, he would promptly turn 
over a new leaf.” 

Caley also touched upon the 
high cost of accidents as a matter 
that calls for the attention of 
every business organization that is 
in any way dependent upon motor 
transportation. He contends that 
accident prevention is a business 
as well as a social problem, and 
that business methods can do much 
to solve it. 

“When a firm sends its automo- 
biles out on the streets and high- 
ways, business m must 
employed if accidents are to be 
avoided,” he says. “An automo- 
bile accident, aside from being a 
loss to h@manity and a sacrifice 
of human or physical wealth, rep- 
resents a business interruption. 
Progressive business firms recog- 
nize this, but thre effort to eliminate 
it is too spasmodic. Co-ordinar 
tion of effort would be of im- 
measurable assistance, and it will 
be the aim of the N.M.A. commit- 
tee to develop this.”’

in existence. 


It was on special exhibit at the New York and Chicago 


Automobile Shows, but heretofore has never been west of Chicage, and 
Was secured through the efforts of C. M. Fuller, president of the Hich- 
field Oi] Company, which has won it for three successive years in com- 
petition with leading gasoline companies of the country. 


This mammoth cup, which goes 
to the winner of the Indianapolis 
500-mile race each year, in apite 
of all that has been said and writ- 
ten about it, has remained more 
or legs of a myth in-the minds of 
many people, and is being viewed 
with interest by the thousands who 
are visiting the display. 

Made by Tiffany of sterling sil- 
ver, this huge trophy, which atands 
seven feet clever’ inches in height.

reatize the huge forward strides 
made by the present-day motor- 
ear manufacturer. From 1911 to 
1928 a noticeable growth in this 
direction is evideneed from the en- 
try requirements of cars for the 
Indianapolis race, as follows:

The time in which these races 
were run furnishes additional illu- 
minating data in motor-car history, 
especially in view of the decreasing 
size of the motor. In 1911 Ray 
Harroun, winning driver, set a pace 
Of 74.59 miles per hour. In 1912 
Joe Dawson bettered this record 
by a speed of 78.7 miles per hour. 
The race of 1913 fell back to 76.92 
miles per hour, Jules Goux being 
victor, but in 1914 Rene Thomas 
increased the speed to 82.47 mile# 
per hour, Not to be 
Ratph Dé Palma snatched the vic- 
tory of 19156. doing 89.4 miles per 
hour and establishing.a record that 
stood for many years. ; 

In the subsequent races of 1916, 
1919 and 1920 the various winners 
were unable to surpass De Palma'‘s 
record until, in 1921, Tommy Mlil- 
ton tore to the goal at 89.62 miles 
per hour. Jimmy Murphy, victor 
in 1922 with an average of 94.48 
miles, breaking all records for this 
track and distance, is remembered 
as being the only American driver 
to win the far-famed European 
Grand Prix. If ie noteworthy that 
Murphy took Richfield gasoline 
with him to Parise for that race as 
being the gasoline he could place 
absolute dependence upon in every 
criesia, while in 1923. when Tommy 
Milton roared across the line with 
an average of 91.54 miles per hour, 
thue establishing another world's 
record, thie time for the 122-inch 
motors, Richfield gasoline was once 
again in the tank of the winning 
car.

Remove the wheela and 
inspect the mechanism carefully. 
Tt might be caused by improper 
adjustment, If so. you will find the 
brake lining badly worn in some 
epots and full thickness in others. 
If this ia the case reline the bands. 
True up the bands and readjust. 
Don't forget to oll all moving parts 
of the entire braking mechanism. 
Sometimes this is the cause of 
worn brake linings, as a rusty 
mechaniam will not release and the 
brakes drag.

echool in Shanghai, China. It took 
several years for him to learn Bn- 


slish enough to get acquainted 
with the English boys there. 
13 he heard of the English Bo 
Scouts and joined a troop. Under 
an English scoutmaster named 
Campbell he attained four of the 
ten ranks necessary to the veteran 
rank in the English Boy Scouts. 
Scoutmaster Campbell did not give 
the boys much out of books, but 
led them a great deal in real out~ 
of-door scouting. They used there 
the patrol system used here, which 
is the same the world over. There 
the patrols met several times a 
week, with only once-a-month 
meeting of afl the patrols as a 
troop, instead of the entire troop 
meeting once a week as do the 
American Boy Scout troops.

The third paragaraph Is all that 
is addéd in America to the old- 
world Boy Scouts oath. The scout 
sign is the same the world over— 
a left-hand shake for scouts alone,

sian Orthodox Church and attends 
the Church of the Saviour, Epi«- 
copal, in Hanford. In Red Rus- 
sia, he states, there Was an or- 
ganization using much the same 
program except that it did not ree- 
ognize God in any way. There 
all connection with the church has 
be@n severed and the “Pioneers,” 
as the boys of the organization 
were called, wore red handkert- 
chiefs to show their membership.

CANDIED FIGS 

Soak figs in salt water overnight 
or six hours. Be sure mixture is 
not too salty so that figs will not 
erack open. 

Make your syrup in usual pro- 
portion of one cup sugar to one 
cup water and one pound of fruit. 
Boil one hour, let stand overnight 
in this syrup, then boil one hour 
next morning or longer. Don't stir, 
but take out and spread on waxed 
paper. Dry two days or longer, 
and roll in granulated sugar. 

Useful Hint. So as to prevent 
figs from moulding, pour in jars 
and seal as you do fruit after 
syrup has been then

them. 
BLANCHED WALNUTS 

You may blanche walnuts as 
you do almonds, by leaving wal- 
nuts in boiling water a longer time. 
Crack open, lay on pan, sprinkle 
with lumps of butter and bake un- 
til crisp. 


FUDGE RECIPE 
Two cups of sugar, one cup sweet 
milk, ome cake chocolate or three 
and one-half tablespoons cocoa, 
butter, size of a walnut, one tea- 


spoon vanilia. 

' Mix sugar, milk, butter and 
chocolate together, bringing to 
boiling point and cook for about 
twenty-five minutes. Test by drop- 
ping into cold water. If candy 
lumps together and you can mould 
it into a little bat, remove tudge 
from fire, add vanilla and beat 
briskly for five minutes. 

You will find candy begins to 
harden and gets a glossy appear- 
ance. Then is the time to pour 
into a buttered mould and after 
a few seconds mark your squares, 
as it will crack if left too long.

The governors of six 
of the colonies met to confer with him in 
the famous “Blue Room” at Colonel Car- 
lyle’s. These governors were Shirley of 
Massachusetts, DeLancey of New York, 
Morris of Pennsylvania, Sharpe of Mary- 
land, Dinwiddie of Virginia and Dobbs of 
North Carolina. 


Mr. Carlyle imvited these Colonial gov- 
ernors to meet and discuss ways and nieans 
for raising revenue for the support of the 
royal government in America. These gov- 
ernors had found it impossible to raise all 
the money demanded by His Majesty, King 
George Ill, in their respective colonies, so 
“they are unanimously of the opinion that 
it should be proposed to His Majesty's min- 
isters to find out some method of compel- 
ling them to do it.” 


It is said that “when the people of Alex- 
andria heard of thie résolution of the con- 
gress of governors they met in the court 
house just opposite the Carlyle Mouse, and 
with George Washington in the chair, 
resolved: ‘That taxation and representa 
tion are in their natare inseparable!’

Here, too, 
was the mahogany wash-stand for the rec- 
tor’s use, a gift from Washington. 


We passed into the church, which seems 
a hallowed place, recalling that every brick 
in its still solid walle came from England, 
and that the vestry had imposed a tax on 
the parish of 31,186 pounds of that fine Ort- 
moco tobacco! The colonials of that day 
Well knew the meaning of the word “bar- 
ter. 

The interior of the church is severe. Al- 
exander Cameron in writing of Alexandria 
tells us that the arches and pediments of 
Christ Church are of the Tuscan order, the 
altar-piece, pulpit and canopy of Ionic style. 
and that the architect selected for the work 
was James Wren, a descendant of the great 
Sir Christopher Wren, the architect of ot. 
Paul’s in London. 


Cift of Washington 


HB curious sounding-board and the wine 
glass pulpit are exact reproductions 
of the originals, but the mural tablets of the 
Lord’s Prayer and the Apostles’ Creed were 
both there in Washington's time, as were 
also the communion table, reading desk and 
chairs. The beautiful brass chandelier with 
its crystal pendants and twelve candle 
sticks to typify the Twelve Aposties was a 
gift to the church from Washington.

They kre 
heard te say: ‘Look at me, I Baven’t eaten 
a piece of meat for years and I am fifty, 
sixty or seventy years old (as the case may 
be) and I feel like a boy.’ They may feel 
like a boy but they do not look it. The 
fellow with about two fingers of good old 
Kentucky Bourbon feels like a boy also.

“There is a psychological side to this 
question to be considered when examining 
into the truth of the utterances of fanatics.

Health 


ANY people need to gét into their 
minds a new definition of health. 
Freedom from immediate discomfert is not 


mecessarily health. 


R. R. Daniels, M.D. writes: 

“How then shall you know whether you 
are really enjoying good health, ‘that con- 
dition which conduces to efficient and pro- 
longed life?’ In the first place, the healthy 
man has a good digestion. The thitig to 
keep in mind here is that there is a great 
deal of painless indigestion. Not all of our 
indigestions are signaled by stemachache. 

“One very frequently d d indica- 
tion of indigestion is that of gas in the 
bowels. Gas means fermentation and 
putrefaction of food; and no one can be em 
tirely bealthy when he is subjected to this 
sort of food poisoning. A man who has 
a good digestion has no Aistress or discom- 
fort of any kind in his dtomach or any part 
of the intestinal tract either before or 
after meals. Neither does he have a coat- 
ed tongue. | 

“The second test of good bealth to which 
I wish to call your atfention is a normal 
appetite for food. An irritation of the 
stomach which is quieted for a few hours 


by eating is not @ normal appetite. The | pay the 


craving for some particular kind of food | 
is not normal, either; the healthy appetite 
_ desires any and all kinds of food. Finally,

“The fourth test of good health which I 
wish to propose is relationship between 
height and weight.’ No person is in good 
health who is markedly over or under nor- 
mal weight for his Height. The height-and- 
weight tables should not be taken too lit- 
erally; they simply represent averages, 
and 10 per cent either way may be normal 
for @ particular person. But a person can- 
not be excessively thin, or excessively fat, 
and be th bood Wealth.

eatthg in such a way as to keep his nutri- 


-eo, which prevents proper digestion and 
nutrition; or he may .be éverworking, 
getting an insufficient amount éf sleep. 
_ “The excessively overweight man is 
overworking his vital organs; his beart, ar- 
teries, and kidneys are being subjected to} 
undue strain. This man mey; atid often 
does, look the pictare of perfect health; 
bat the insurance companies have learned 
that he is ad poor risk. There is many 2 
plump-pauncked citizen walking around 
| among us looking as if he had a million 
dollars’ worth of health, who cannot get a 
life imsurance policy. — 


“My filth test of good health is endur- 


‘healthy. Here are some ‘healthometer’ ques. 
tions: Are you ‘all in’ at 3 or 4 o'clock? | 
Do you blip out of the office in the middle 
of the afternoon and get a ‘coke’ to pep 
you up?~ Do you feel lively and well-rested 
when you get up in the morning, or does 
it take about two hours and a cup of coffee 
for you to ‘get going’? Do you really like 
physical exertion? De you work easily 
and naturally, or do you work on your 
nerve? How do you sleep? If you cannot 
give satisfactory answers to these ques 
tions, you do not qualify on the endurance 
test of health. 

“My sixth and last practical test of genn- 
ine good health is resistance. Every year 
there are epidemic sicknesses going round 
—colds, sore throats, and that sort of 
thing. Some people seem to pick them all 
up: and some people mies them. If your 
resistance is good you should miss all or 
nearly all the things that are ‘going 
around.” The man who has had two at- 
tacks of pneumonia in the last five years 
was not in good health any of that time;

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Fuberculocsis Not Contagious 


. conditions are favorable many whose 
blood ts charged with waste matter will 
develop sickness, as many on board a ship 
in rough weather will become seasick. 

In consumpticn, as in other diseases, the 
Wacteriologists deal only with theory. For 
years they have been raising, examining 
and experimenting with what they are 
pleased to call the consumptive germ. 
These experiments are usually made upon 
ralg“4; guinea pigs or Algerian rats. 

Tuberculosis and consumption, like all 
other diseases, are caused by an excess 
cell and tissue degeneration. These condi 
tions are not caused by germs. Their very 
nature makes it impossible. The fact that 
they are of slow growth, requiring months 
and sometimes years to develop, is suffi- 
cient to oppese all thought of contagion. 

Germs are only scavengers, feeding up 
on septic matter. They are present in dead 
and dying tissue, to aid in liquifying it, 
so that it may be eliminated from the sys 
tem. 

While germs destroy dead tissue in the 
lungs, they take no part in producing the 
long train of conditions that bring ca the 
disease, and which may take several years 
to develop. 

Following evidence repudiating the con- 
tagion theory of tuberculosis and consump 
tien is quoted from Dr. Thomas J. May's 
book on consumption. Dr. Mays says: 

“Physicians who are constantly exposed 
to ecnsumption are no more subject to 
this disease than are others who scarce

hundred and one nurses, of which there 
existed a health record. 

“The statistics of the Friedrichshain 
Hospital, in Berlin, as furnished by Dr. 
Furbinger, demonstrate that during a pe- 
riod of sixteen ye, out of 459 male 
nurses, there were 4 (2 of whom were tu- 
berculous before entering); of 339 female 
murses, there were 2; of 83 physicians, 
there were 3 (1 of whom entered with the 
desease) who became consumptive. Of 
108 Victorian sisters, who were engaged as 
nurses in the same institution from two 
to five and a half years, only one became 
consumptive. 

“These figures are strikingly confirmed 
by those from thé private sanatorium for 
consumption in Gorbersdorf, Germany. 
Dr. Brehmer, who had been in charge of 
this large imstitution for twenty years, 
states that since the year 1854, mcre than 
10,000 consumptives resided in the hospital. 
They daily walked the streets of the town 
mmingled with its inhabitants. The 
were, thefefore, continually respir- 
ing an atmosphere which was more or less 
impregnated with tubercle bacilli, emhnat- 
ing from the dried expectoraton of these 
consumptive visitors, yet, in spite of these 
favorable conditions for contagion, it ap 
pears that the mortality for this disease 
is 60 per cent less among the Gorbersdorf 
population since, than it was before the 
establishment cf the hospital. 

“Dr. Haupt of Sodon, a resort for con- 
sumptives in the south of Germany, states 
that among the inhabitants of this town 
there are 101 individuals who let lodgings 
to ocnsumptive visitors, during the summer 
months. The patients are nursed and cared 
for chiefly by members of the families, the 
work of making the patients’ beds, clean- 
tag their rooms, removing the expectora- 
tien, etc., being performed by the female 
servants. During the winter months the 
rooms are reoccupied by the members ‘of 
the landlords’ families. From 1855 to 1888, 
a period of thirty-three years, 10 of the 
238 members of the local families died of 
consumption, and 5 of the 415 servant girls 
died of the same disease, but in none of 
these instances, so far as could be as 
certained, was the malady traceable to con- 


“Dr P. Langerhams, who practiced medi- 
cine for mine years in Madeira, an island 
whiws is visited every winter season by 
about 400 consumptives, observes that 
these invalids are lodged, boarded and in 
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ling of the well with the sick. The health 
records of this island, which have been ac 
curately kept since 1836, show that only 4 
of the English colonists died from con 
sumption during this time, and that one of 
these suffered from the disease before he 
came to the island. 


“The testimony which relates to the con- 
tagion of this disease between husband 
and wife, is of a similar negative character. 
Dr. Schnyder of Switzerland gives a record 
of 844 cases of consumption occurring 
among married people. In 445 of these, 
the husband cnly, and in 367 the wife only, 
was ccnsumptive, while in 32 cases both 
husband and wife were affected, showing

The woolen 
apparel and the beds of the consumptive 
subjects, which it is the custem to burn in 
gome countries, are not even generally 
washed, muca less destroyed, in France, 
and yet I have never seen the disease 
' communicated by them.’ 
“Portal says that he was brought up in 
the contagious belief, but abandoned it. 
Ancell believes that ‘the doctrine of con- 
tagion has at all times been based on very 
Vague and insufficient evidence, such as 
isolated cases of the occurence of the dis- 
ease in individuals who had previously 
‘been in constant attendance upon the sick, 
or in husbands and wives, where both had 
slept in the same bed uptil the fatal termi- 
nation cf the disease in the one first af- 
fected. In appealing to these facts as evi- 
dence of contagion, no account is taken of 
the antihygienic influences to which the 
individuals had been subjected, or the 
probability of a common cr independent 
source of hereditary transmission, or of 
the predisposition or the actual disease 
acquired previously. Agains’ the few facts 
which tend to support the doctrine of 
contagion ‘there are tens of thousands 
against it.’ 

“Dr. Aufrecht, after referring somewhat 
extensively to the contagion theory, says: 
And less justifiable are the reckless con- 
clusions drawn by Koch concerning the 
eticlogical indication of the tubercle bacil- 
lus.” 

“Dr. Dettweiler writes of the freedom 
from phthisis of those who are engaged in 
the care of the phthisical in hospitals, and 
then says: ‘My own fourteen years’ ¢x- 
périence in hospitals for consumption is in 
perfect accerd with this.’” 

In an article published in the New York 
Medical Journal, for September 26, 1914, 
Dr. Mays showed the failure of anti-tuber 
culosis campaigns, founded on the basis of 
treating consumptives as the subjects of 
contagious disease. The article reads:

Mines of Serbia 


Are Numerous 


URING my stay here at Belgrade ! 

have met many of the public officials, 
and have had a chance to look at some of 
the geological maps which have been pre- 
pared since the World War. These maps 
show that the kingdom is peppered with 
mineral deposits of various kinds. 

There are hundreds of mines in the 
mountains each of which was worked by 
two or three men, more or less in secret, 
during the days of the Turks, and then 
covered up. There are copper mines which 
were worked by the Romans, and silver 
mines in which they still find old Roman 
coins. The Bor copper mines of East Ser- 
bia are extensive and valuable. They are 
now operated under a Belgian-French con- 
cession and are said to be exceedingly 
profitable. 

One of the most important of the min- 
eral deposits is a mountain of iron at Lju- 
bija, one hundred miles north of the Adrt- 
atic Sea, and right in the heart of the king 
dom. A well known American bank, noted 
for its exploitation of street railways 
throughout the South and elseWhere, has 
been trying to get the concessidn for it but 
so far without success. 

The property has not been thoroughly 
prospected. During the World War the 
Austrians used it as one of their chief sup- 
lies for their armament and munition fac-

Returns to Mt. Vernon 


HEN the hard-fought independence 

was at last won and Washington re- 
signed his commission at Annapolis, he 
hastened home to Mt. Vernon; he arrived 
on Christmas Eve. The very next day 
found him among the worshipers in his 
home church at Alexandria. He knew every 
one in the church personally, and they gave 
him a welcome which he never forgot. 


As we walked along the street from 
Christ Church to the Masonic Lodge Room 
I remarked at the size and regularity of the 
paving stones along the way. “Yes,” said 
my friend, “you Khow the story goes that 
these were laid by Hessian prisoners at 
Washington's orders.” 

“Another pleasant ‘link” in history's 
chain, most gratifying to learn about in the 
light of recent events,” I murmured. 

We passed by the Old City Hotel, that 
famous spot from the steps of which Wash- 
ington gave his last military command in 
1799. It was his headquarters and in its 
great ballroom was celebrated the frst 
“Birth-night Ball” which was ever given 
in his honor. 


Our last call was made in the Alexandri+« 
Washington Masonic Lodge Room, which 
has happily been preserved just as it was 
when he was worshipful Master there. It 
is quite right and proper that the caretaker 
whom we saw should treat it as it really 
is, a shrine to the founder of the greatest 
republic in all the world. 

Tt is sald that nowhere outside of his 
own family was the passing of Washington 
felt se keenly as in this little town of Alex- 
andria on the Potomac. He had known and 
loved it as its people loved him, always. 
They could but feel that they had indeed 
lost their best friend, one who belonged 
to them by the strongest of human ties, 
that of love. 

With these dear friends of his in’ the 
long ago, may we not say today, that he 
“through all the tract of years wore the 
white flower of a blameless life.”

The extraordinary feature of all of these 
contemporary estimates is that they 
hold up so well, that the more carefully 
one scrutinizes Lincoln—his conduct, his 
words his relations with man-—the more 
fully one feels that they are justified. 


Of verse there were, as of sermons, es- 
says, editorials, reams published. One 
finds it scattered through the pages of al- 
most every newspaper of the day. Two ex- 
pressions, however, standing head and 
shoulders above the rest, will live as long 
as the memory of Lincoln lives. The first 
of these is Tom Taylor's “Lincoln” pub- 
lished in the London Punch for May 26. 


The immortal poetic contemporary ésti- 
mate on Lincoln came from an American, 
James Russell Lowell. In July of 1865 
Lowell recited an ode at the Harvard com- 
memoration, in which he paid to Lincoln 
a tribute which is still accepted as the most 
just, the nearest to a final appraisement 
that has been written; and it is with fra- 
ments from this ode that this series of art- 
icles will close: 


.“Nature, they say, doth dote, 
And cannot make a man 
Save on some worn-out plan, 
For him her Old-World moulds aside she 
threw, 
And. choosing sweet clay from the breast 
Of the unexhausted West, 


With stuff untainted shaped a hero new, 
+ Wise, steadfast in the strength of God and 
true, 
How beautiful to see 
Once more a shepherd of mankind indeed, 
Who loved his charge, but never loved to 
lead; 
One ae meek flock the people joyed to 


Not lured by any cheat of birth, 
But by his clear-grained human worth, 
And braye old wiedom of aincerity!

_.. The Beench are now but applying the 
same construction to the Treaty of Ver 
sailles that the Germans applied to the 
Treaty of Frankfort in 1871-4, when a pro- 
vision for German occupation of French 
territory was given, writes Charles Robin- 
son Smith, in the North American Review. 
On January 21, 1872, they wrote that they 
desired France formally to understand that 
“if we are not paid by the spring of 1874 
we shall at the very least take under our 
own administration the departments now 
occupied.” This meant that the Germans 
would exercise the right not only to admin- 


ister the departments then occupied, but 
would extend the administration to any 
other departments they liked. Such ad- 
ministration would have meant collecting 
the revenues or taxes of those depart- 
ments and applying them to the indempity. 
And this, although the Treaty of Frankfort 
gave no charge or lien on any assets OF 
revenues whatever; and expressly pro- 
vided that the military authority sh gf" 
have no rights over the parts of the ‘ 
try which it did not actually occupy. 


But the Germans threatened to go fur- 
ther and even to resume hostilities. In 
1871, when they feared lest the French 
Ministry, favorable to the Frankfort 
Treaty, would be overthrown, they tele 
graphed: “If the present crisis in France 
means a political upheaval, we believe we 
are authorized to strengthen the German 
Army in France in a measure necessary to 
our rights,” and they added a postscript 
threatening that, if the French political 
situation became uncertain, they would not 
await an actual aggression by the French, 
but would tmmediately proceed to the re 
sumption of hostilities by the mobilization 
of 600,00 men; and this they followed up 
with a letter declaring that, as soon as the 
execution of the treaty seemed in peril, 
they would engage in military operations. 
And more to the same effect, showing that 
not only did the Germans rely on and in- 
terpret the text of the treaty as the 
French do now (though with far less justl- 
ficatién,) but that quite outside of that text 
they consider any default or even danger 
of a default as a ground fer regardingagl> 
war as merely suspended and for thereup- 
on reguming it.

Most of them were converted to 
Roman Catholiciem, aad teday they are 
Roman Catholics. They were affected by 
the civilization of the Latins rather than 
that of the.East. They use the Latin alpha 
bet, and in the new kingdom, many of the 
papers are printed in both Latin and Greek 
letters, the words being the same. 

These two branches of culture clash in 
the making of the new nation of Jugo-Slavia. 
The Serbs think more like the Russians: 
the Croats anti Slovenes, although they are 
cousifis to the Serbs, are inclined to think 
somewhat like the Latins. The Croats and 
Slovenes rather despise the Serbs for thelr 
roughness, and the Serbs look upon them 
as weakened and on the way to degenera- 
tion. The Orient and the Occident clash, 
aa it were. 


States’ Rights in 
the Balkans 
have about the same situation here 
in Jugo-@lavia as we had in the North 
and South before our Civil War. The 
Croats and Slovenes are afraid pf the 
Serbs. They would like to have states’ 
rights, and to have their sections govern 
themselves with a rather slippery allegiance 
to the new nation except im case of war and

striking contrast is Raditch, the lead- 
the Creats. He is a demagogue and a 
trouble maker, who reminds me somewhat 
of some of our politicians who have tried 
to make capital by boot-licking the mob. 
Raditch is educated and a writer of poetry, 
but he so plays on the feelings of the Croa- 
tian peasant that he has seventy members 
of Parliament elected by them in the hol 
low of bis hand. He keeps them at Zagreb.

straightway. He stands for states’ rights, 
pure and simple, and there are many among 
the educated Croats and Slovenes who fee!

N ALL the grist of contemporary com-

“(1.) Mr. Lincoln, throughout his ardu- 
ous term of service as Presideut—in fact, 
throughout his entire public career—utter- 


culated to embroil us in a contest with any 
foreign power. ‘One war at a time’—the 
words with which he decided the Trent case 
—were the keynote of his entire official ca- 
reer. He never proposed the idea, once so 
popular, of getting out of our domestic 
stryugcie by plunging into one with an Eu- 
ropean power. 

“(2.) He never talked vindictively, nor 
threatened to hang or shoot men who were 
not in his power. He probably had as

“Our country has had greater statesmen, 
abler speakers or writers, more efficient 
administrators than Abraham Lincoln; but 
which of them ever evinced such a talent 
for silence where speech was perilous and 
the events of tomorrow very likely to over- 
set the wisest judgment of today? While 
his wise and noble acts are duly honored, 
let not his equally beneficent hesitations 
and reticences be forgotten.” 


Lincoln Never Spoke 
V indictively 


ERHAPS at the moment no single char- 
acteristic of Mr. Lipcoln’s administra- 
tien stirred people more deeply than the 
second in the above analysis: “He never 
talked vindictively.” Nobody enlarged at 
the time on his unusual restraint more ef- 
fectively than E, L. Godkin, who at the time 
was writing letters to the Lendon Daily 
News. Godkin had a letter just coming out 
at the time of the assassination in which 
he declared that there was nothing ia his 
(Lincoln's) state papers, admirable as they 
had been In so many respects, so creditable 
both to hig head and his heart as the entire 
absence of all violence either of language 
or opinion. 
Godkin’s letter to the News, following 
the assassination, has much intelligent,

No higher 
compliment was ever paid to a nation than 
the complete confidence, the fireside plain- 


ness, with which Mr. Lincoln always ad-

thrown on his compassion. The poor ne- 
gro said of him, on an Impressive occasion, 
‘Masa Linkum am everywhere.” 


“Then his broad umor, running 
easily into jocular talk, in which he delight- 
ed and in which he excelled, was a rich gift 
to this wise man. And, more than all, it is 
to a man of severe labor, in anxious and 
exhausting crises, the natural restorative, 
good as sleep, and is the protection of the 
overdriven brain against rancor and in- 
sanity. 

“He is the author of a multitude of good 
sayings, so disguised as pleasantries that 
it is certain they had no reputation at first 
but as jests; and only later, by the very 
acceptance and adoption they find in the 
mouths of millions, turn out to be the 
wisdom of the hour. I am sure if this man 
had ruled in a period of less facility of 
printing, he would have become mytholog!- 
cal in a very few, years, like Aesop or Pil- 
pay. or one of the Seven Wise Masters, by 
his fables and proverbs. His brief speech 
at Gettysburg will not easily be surpassed 
by words on any recorded occasion.

THE

E problem of éntertaining with but 
one maid is really a simple one if 
the hostess will realize that the 
main charm of her dinners or lunches 
can be their informality.

Articles descriptive of Paraguay often 
state that the population of that couatry ts 
largely a mixture of Spanish and Guarani 
Indian. The reader gets’ the impression 
that real live Guaranis are still to be found 
in Paraguay. 

While there are plenty of wild Indians 
in portions of the country, no living man 
ever saw a pure-blooded Guarani. Inhabit- 
ing the fluvial and easily accessible seo 
tions, they were conquered and assimilated 
by the Spanish centuries ago, ceasing te 
exist a8 a separate people. While almost 
every one in Paraguay, except recent com- 


much of it. 

Such being the case, it fs amazing how 
the Guarani dialect, features, and habits 
and characteristics have persisted. The 
desperately brave resistance Paraguay 
made against overwhelmingly large armies 
from Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil, fight- 
ing till the male population was almost 
exterminated, is sufficient proof of the 
virllity of the Guarani strain. 

The common people of Paraguay speak 
Guarani more readily than Spanish, and 
nearly ail place names are in that lan- 
guage.

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC.

HEN « sell proves uapreductive. the 
generally applies large quan 

tities of fertilizers. though nome me» 
be needed. If one has a nearly black heavy 
soil that appears infertile. stir it deeply 
end you will find ijt fertile. Worn-out farm« 
are often worn-out in the top few inches 
only. Deep tillage not only puts the soil in 
to proper physical condition but make~ 
available more plant food 

A soil may contain 100 times as much 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash in the 
top acre foot as is required for a maximum 
yield of any crop, yet such plant food is 
locked up, inert, unavailable. Before add 
ing more plant food or material to set free 
that present, try deep tillage. For until 
deep tillage is practiced, the soil is not in 
geod condition, no matter how much add!- 
tional plant food you introduce. Let air 
and water freely into the soil at consider- 
able depth and plant roots will follow to 
fresh supplies of plant food. 

While we use the term “top acre-foot” it 
must not be concluded we are talking of 
farms. Quite to the contrary, we have the 
xarden in mind. The: salvation of Califor- 
nia agriculture lies in the introduction of 
more organic matter. On the farm, this ts 
best accomplished with cover crops; in the 
garden by incorporating well-rotted stable 
manures. Avoid highly concentrated ferti- 
lizers except for special purposes, to force 
“ crop, perhaps. For general application, 
use animal manures or commercia) ferti- 
lizers with a heavy organic base. California 
soils need less lime, gypsum and mineral 
fertilizers than those in humid climate. Too 
many apply such material as gypsum to 
sandy soils, where it will at once leach 
through. Gypsum needs an absorbent. 
something to hold it and humus is the 
proper material. If there is no humus in 
the soil we would apply no gypsum. 


We must again return to barnyard ma- 
nure, for it is the salvation of the gardea 
as well as the farm. The trinity that will 
save or rescue the farmer is: barnyard ma- 
nure, leguminous cover crops and deep 
tillage. Manure and deep tillage will keep 
the home garden in first-class condition. Do 
not believe anyone who says that constant 
application of barnyard manure for ten or 
any other term of years will ruin a garden. 
an Orchard or a field. High-class crops of 


many kinds are produced on lands fed only 


barnyard manure for a score or more of 
years. 

One more popular fallacy should be ex- 
ploded and that is the belief that California 
soils contain sufficient potash for crops. tf 
they do, it certainly is not available, for 
the writer has never seen a piece of soil or 
resultant crop that was not benefitted by the 
inclusion of potash when nitrogen and phos- 
phoric acid were to be applied. Fruits, all 
fruits. grown with potash, lack color, firm- 
ness and somewhat of flavor. Potatoes 
grown with nitrogenous fertilizers only may 
be fine, a large crop, for the producer, bat 
are poor things for the consumer... Al-suech 
potatoes are poor keepers and waxy wheu 
eaten Quality is dependent on potash. 


Lime Not Needed 


Azaleas, rhododendrons, laurels, kalimias. 
heaths and camellias are some common 
shrubs that do not need lime. Cone-bearing 
trees and chestnuts are large growths that 
resent heavy liming and we believe our 
live oaks belong to the same class We

know of several large oaks that fared badly 
for two or three years after an application 
of lime, eventually recovering size and color 
of leaves and former appearance of vigor- 
ous health. Celery, tomatoes, watermelons. 
blackberries and strawberries are some of 
the crops that need little or no lime, except 
the soil be decidedly acid. 


Plants are mostly water, lettuce, toma- 
toes, turnips, etc., being about 95 per cent 
water. New hay, in the mow or bale, is 
more than 20 per cent water and the driest 
of old hay is still 10 per cent moisture. 
Trees cut down when dormant, with sap 
largely in the roots, are still almost one- 
half water. Perhaps that will explain, in 
part, why so litle ash remains after a tree 
is burned. But as nearly all of the substance 


. ot which one-half is carbon, 
and the incembustible or ash. The ash is 
but 2 or 3 per cent of the whole. From a 
fertilizer standpoint, all the nitrogen is in 
the combustible part, so none is contained 
in the ash. There is but little phosphorus 
in the combustible part but is found in the 
ash, with the potash and other elements. 
These are all the elemens that will much 
interest ur, though there are six chemical 
elements in the combustible and six in the 
incombustible. We usually call the com. 
bustible, organic matter, and the non-com- 
bustible inorganic, which [@ practically, but 
not wholiy, true. The combustible matter 
is nearly all ‘carbon, oxygen and sulphur. 
The incombustible, or ash, is mostly silica. 
potash and lime. Plants not only get all 
their ash from the soil, but also all their 
sulphur and phosphorus and nearly all their 
nitrogen. In the case of the latter, how- 
ever, there is a considerable range, there 
being exceptions to the rule. 


A Patriarchal Oak 

The Garden Beautiful editor recently re- 
ceived the following letter: “I have been 
reading some of your interesting articles on 
trees and flowers, and, referring to the sub 
ject of the largest oak trees mentioned by 
you in a recent issue, I thought you might 
like to know that there is one much larger 
yet. Near the southern edge of San Benito 
county, in the valley of Lewis Creek, there 
is a valley wak, thirty-seven feet in circum.

portioned tree. It is thirty-two miles west 
by northwest from Coalinga by the county 
road.”

Garden Snails 


San Diego county has had the worst in- 
festation of nails ever known, but is now 
rid of them. Horticultural Commissioner J. 
W. McLean tells how his men exterminate 
them with poison; ft is sure death to 
snails. “Mix calcium arsenate and bran 
together thoroughly,” the commissioner 
says. “When dry, moisten with sufficient 
water to make a stiff mash that does not 
ball. Do not make it too wet. Scatter this 
material as grain. Cover every square 
foot, walks, lawns, plants, etc., and nooks 
und corners—-except where there is danger 
of burning. Very tender foliage is liable 
to burning or spotting, so in the case of 
choice or rare plants it is safer to put the 
bran on the ground under the plants affect- 
ed by snails, or where they crawt. 

“Scatter the poison tate in the evening. 
ufter theroughly wetting down the entire 
premises with the hose. or after a rain. 
Then sprinkle lichtly just before dark for

“As snall exes may be in the ground. it 
will be necesexary to repeat the poisoning 
atter abont four months. ‘ 
“If adjoining premixex are infested with 
enailx, they will invade rounds poisoned, 
after about two weeks.

irrigate Deeply 

A mistaken idea that causes many fail 
ures in the garden is the thought that ua 
jight sprinkling each day is enough. If 
after you have finished sprinkling you woul.! 
investigate, you will find that the moisture 
has penetrated no deeper than one inch and 
that the main roots are in dry hard soil. 
they get no benefit from the sprinkling. 
Your vegetation suffers and you do not su... 
pect the cause. About onte in two weeks 
vou should make trenches or a basin or loox- 
en the plant bed with a spading fork so that 
the soil will be soaked to the depth of sev. 
eral feet. Then only can your plant thrive 
with the additional sprinkling when nee) 
ed. When the atmcsphere is colder than 
the water do your sprinkling in the morn- 
When the a.mosphere is warmer than

Hens as Foes in insect Life 

Reference was made some weeks ago to 
the service rendered by poultry in a fruit 
orchard in combating insect pests, the opin- 
jon being expressed that, under California 
conditions, this was more or less a negli- 
gible quantity, due chiefly to the fact that 
many of the injurious bugs in California are 
scale insects on the trees. In the Qjumid 
regions the character of insects is some- 
what different, and in deciduous fruit 
orchards there hens having the range of 
the trees undoubtedly do get a large amount 
of animal food by foraging on the insect life 
to which tree and fruit are hosts. Mr. Hart- 
ley Russell telis in the Feathered World 
of some interesting observations in his 
orchards in England. He says “I have be- 
fore me a record of a White Leghorn, killed 
in June at five weeks old, and this bird's 
crop contained 90 maggots of the pear 
midge, 127 green lilies, twelve red ants, one 
beetle and two caterpillars of the codling 
moth. Another Red Sussex pullet, killed 
in April, had in her crop fourteen leather 
jackets, ten fever flies, two wireworms, four 
eat worms, five beetles, fifty ants, seven 
wood lice, four slugs, one millepede and 
twenty caterpillars of the winter moth. 
These birds had free access to an orchard,

Horses and Farm Power 


HE United States Department of 
Agriculture has recently investigated 
the relative advantages of horse power and 
motor power for farm operations and re- 
ports numerous reasons for the continued 
use of good draft horses. Horse power is 
characterized by its versatility and adapt- 
ability to perform various farm operations, 
the department experts say and point out 
that the horse is not limited either by the 
topography of the groynd or a specialized 
ability to perform only a few farm tasks 
economically. The report, in part, follows: 
“The horse is self-replacing, earns its 
keep, and increases in value up to the 
marketable age. Mares enough may be 
bred yearly to replace the mature stock 
which is marketed. The young horses 
raised under this plan continually 
crease in value and at the same time they 
are paying thelr way by doing the farm 
work. Keeping horses also helps to con- 
serve the fertility of the soil and provides 
an element of interest which helps to keep 
the youngsters on the farm. Then too, 
there is less direct cash outlay for horse 
power, as horses consume home-grown 
feed chigly. Motor power, however, has 
advantages under certain conditions, and 
in many cases the two forms of power, 
horses and tractors, are both used.” 


More than $2,000,000,000 of business was 
done by farmer business organizations in 
1923, according to estimates made by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
The estimates are based upon reports from 
6639 organizations which did a total bust 
ness of $1,200,000,000.

ie sure to be read with interest by fellow pro- 
ducers, whether they aeree or disagree with some 
of his conciusi Editor.) 


ERE are no two ways about it—the 

farming industry is today operating in 

sore straits. At least, this is true of 
farming westward from the Mississippi; 
only the cotton grower and the dairyman 
are cheerful, te rest are striving to be op- 
timistic, and without marked success. Banks 
in the wheat-producing States have extend- 
ed their credit to the limit, such collateral 
as they may now offer receives but chary 
notice even from Federal Banks. Stock- 
men find markets at a low ebb, and they 
turn upon the railroads demanding lower 
rates, expecting these to create a margin 
upon which they can continue to operate. 
Fruit growers on the Pacific Coast face de- 
ficits in their operations for 1923, grapes 
and raisins were “down,” tons of apricots 
were left In the orchards, peaches sold at 
bottom prices, and now the early vegetable 
market (affecting the lettuce crop in Im- 
perial Valley) is at standstill, having been 
both low and slow all season. 

“What's the trouble?” is freely asked. 
The answer is not easy to arrive at; in 
fact, nobody seems to have responded with 
any real answer. If any of us really knew, 
we would soon qualify in financing circles 
and could then turn philanthropically to the 
farmers’ aid—with advice. This is the usual 
procedure. 

This lusty nation of ours struck a mighty 
fast pace during the war, and has been run- 
ning almost beyond control ever since. I 
am inclined to think that the “let down” in 
| the farming industry is the first indication 

that a similar slowing up of other industries 
ts to be expected. Meanwhile the leaders

of these other industries, assuming a big- 
brother attitude toward the farmer, are urg- 
ing him to “speed-up,” and to “apply busi- 
ness methods to farming” (on the same 
principle that one would naturally shout ad- 
vice to a drowning man instead of offering 
him the proverbial straw.) 


I believe the trouble does not rest in the 


farmers’ hands to remedy. The farmer is 
doing his best—his business is production, 
The getting of returns from his production 
operations is a matter contrétled by eco- 
nomic conditions which are not fully un- 
derstood and over which the farmer has no 


influence. 
PLENTY OF ADVICE 


The following observation from a speech 
by James R. Howard, president of the Na- 
tional Transportation Institute, is the com 
ment of a man more or less conversant 
with the farmers’ attitude: 

“In his own business, the farmer has grap- 
pled with the problem of reduced factors in 
operating cost. He has availed himself of 
new machinery. He has increased the out- 
put per man engaged. A smaller number of 
men on farms have attained larger total 
production. This process of production cut- 
ting cost is always in his mind. He thinks 
of it, not only in his own work, but in the 
work of those whose product or services he 
buys. He has occasion sometimes to com- 
plain that the commodities which he con- 
sumes cost him more bushels of grain than 
he can pay and still show an annual profit 
Usually he has no other remedy for the 
price of commodities than the buyers’ 
strike, which is not a real remedy since 
reduction in consumption generally increas- 
es the production cost of commodities and

RAIN MOST EFFICIENT 

Winter irrigation, the only substitute for 
lack of rainfall, is at best only a substi- 
tute and does not by any means answer 
for a pronounced deficiency in winter rain 
fall. This is believed to be die almost en- 
tirely to the fact that the mechanical means 
of applying Irrigation water do not pro 
vide for uniform penetration. It is practk 
cally impossible to wet the surface of 
soil uniformly by any method of irriga 
other than that of overhead applicati 
which is used to a very limited degree, 
The net result is that even with winter 
irrigation, only a portion of the soil is 
maintained in proper moisture condition 
and certain areas dry out to remain more 
or less dry throughout the entire season. 

To this impossibility to thoroughly we¢ 
the soil area, especially by downward per- 
colation, is especially attributed the wide 
spread small sizes of citrus fruits, eves 
though orchards have been faithfully irri 
gated since last April. It is probable that 
the almost universal prevalence of smal 
sized citrus fruits is primarily caused by 
insufficient moisture, although there is con- 
siderable evidence to indicate that tied up 
with the whole moisture situation has been 
the inability of the trees to make use of 
the available nitrates in the soil. It is well 
known that even with the best irrigation 
practice, it is practically impossible to car- 
ry available nitrates down to the roo@ 
zone. e net result usually is that most 
of the available nitrates are concentrated 
in the upper eight or ten inches of soil 
and. within 12 or 15 inches of the irriga- 
tion furrows. Early fall rains are usually 
relied on to carry these nitrates down te 
depths where they become available for 
use by feeding roots. Failure to carry the 
nitrates down, due to the absence of fall 
rains, may after all be 
factors responsible for small-sized fruit. 

In spite of its shortcomings, however, 
winter irrigation is the only means of in- 
surance available to the fruit grower and 
should be much more widely used than is 
the case. The general use of winter cover 
crops in citrus orchards renders it all the 
more necessary for the citrus grower to 
make certain that plenty of moisture is 
available at all times during the winter 
season. Under a moisture deficiency, eit 
from insufficient rainfall or failure to i 
gate, competition between the trees and 
the cover crop occurs, and always to the 
disadvantage of the former. It is an actual

WALNUT SITUATION 

That there is a pronounced relation 
tween the winter rainfall during 
months of December and March and the per- 
centage of No. 1 seedling nuts produced in 
Southern California walnut sections, wag 
showh several years ago in an investiga- 
tion conducted by Dr. L. D. Batchelor of 
the Citrus Experiment Station. As a re 
sult of this finding, walnut growers during 
recent years have been paying much more 
attention to winter irrigation than ever be- 
fore and with decidedly beneficial results, 
Illustrative of the importance of winter 
irrigation in walnut orchards is a recent 
etter sent out by General Manager Carlyle 
Thorpe, of the California Wainut Growers’ 
Association, to every member of this or 
ganization, comprising some four thousand 
walnut growers, the majority of which are 
located in Southern California. In this let- 
ter, Mr. Thorpe considers the application 
of irrigation water during the winter sea- 
son as an investment on which the first 
year’s profits are said to be at least 1006 
per cent. Referring to a statement on 
subject made by Dr. Batchelor, he poin 
out that the purchase of winter irrigation 
water and its application to the walnut 
orchard has been shown, on the average, to 
result in an increased return of approxt- 
mately $50 per acre at a cost of approxi 
mately $5 per acre. On the basis of a 
thousand pounds of nuts produced under 
average conditiom with deficient winter 
rainfall, and using the data derived from 
Dr. Batchelor’s investigations, it is shown 
that the application of winter water will

were co-operative enterprises the sole 
agencies in the marketing of farm produce. 

Turn now to the system in which inde- 
pendent operators and co-operative associa- 
tions are competing. The agency which dis- 
covers the most lucrative market can pay 
the higher price to the farmer and still ex- 
pect the same margin of profit. Competi- 
tion may induce such agency to pay the 
higher price. Independent establishments 
usually operate on a more economical basis 
by virtue of necessity and due to their more 
centralized administration. This gives 
them a margin in their favor. If competi- 
tion is keen, the farmer gets the benefit of 
that margin and of the independent opera- 
tor’s individual shredwness. If competition 
lags, the co-operative organization is the 
safer agency. 


advantage accrues to the co-operative orga’- 
ization of the product advertised and de 
zation of the product advertised and de- 
pendability naturally relate themselves to 
good advertising. Yet carefully packed 
goods selling under individual labels, if the 
brand be known as dependable, often com- 
mand the more select markets. A compete 
tive bcheme of marketing entered upon by 
both cooperative enterprise and _ in- 
dependent distributors seems most con- 
ducive to profit to the grower. The as- 
sociations advertise the fact of competi-

Their five high cows produced 326.4 pounds 
of butter fat, or afi average of 656.3 butter 
fat each. D. Sousa was second in this class. 
His five cows produced 306 pounds of but- 
ter fat, or an average of 62.2 pounds of but- 
ter fat per cow. A. Burger was third. His 
five cows produced 300 pounds of butter fat 
for the month or an average of sixty pounds 
per cow. During the month thirty-six un- 
profitable cows were sold by members of the 
association. 

The North End district has a cow, Lady 
Poline, a registered Holstein, with a record 
for production exceeding that of any cow 
so far reported in the valley.

“application of business methods to farm- 
ing” means. In most lines of industry. 
three factors enter into the organization, 
capital, executive supervision, and labor 
The capitalist may know nothing of the de 
tails of the business which he is financing, 
but he knows how to judge men and has 
cultivated the faculty of seeing profits. He 
hires executives who are trained in their 
specialties and who understand how to or- 
ganize the forces of industry to get results. 
These, in turn, hire skilled and unskilled 
labor which performs the actual productive 
operations. Business methods apply oll 
through. What is wrong in recommending 
them to the farmer? 

HOW FARMS OPERATE 

In the first place, the farmer must be a 
capitalist, executive and laborer, not one, 
but all three. Farms have ever operated on 
a bare margin. There has been no oppor- 
tunity for the accumulation of farm-for- 
tunes with which to capitalize enlarged op 
erations. The recourse is to the local banks 
with some form of a mortgage. 

In the second place, farming is not on the 
same competitive basis—and it is best that 
it never should be—as other industries. It 
is truly a “home-industry” where neighbor- 
ly co-operation is the effective and endur- 
ing policy. The farmer cleaves to the prin- 


to disturb his home, his farm, 
neighborhood by the adoption of so-called 
“business methods.” This may be ridi- 
culed as an admission of inefficiency in the 
farmer's methods. It is offered as a state- 
ment of that conservative force of char. 
acter which enables the farmer to remain, 
when things are going his way at all, the 
most contented man in the business world. 
That same conservatism, I believe, will con- 
tinue the mainstay of this nation when 
other industries, operated on more strict 
basis, will be dragging anchorgunder finan- 
cial storms. Were it otherwise, the farmer 
would not be satisfied with the ordinary 
profits of farming. 

Third, the capital which enables other in- 
dustries to operate is also depended upon 
to carry the product to a profitable sale. 
The farmer's capital rarely extends further 
than the demands of production. Disposal 
of the product is turned over to other agen- 

e farmer “loses out.” 
COOPERATIVE MARKETING 

Here co-operative marketing seems the 
logical solution, for, while one farmer can- 
not alone compete with agencies seeking to 


‘ipurchase his product at cost, a group of 


farmers can so compete to their mutual 
advaniage. Here is the place to apply 
“business methods,” and those organiza- 
tions which have so applied them and ap 
plied them properly are established in their 
success. Too often, however, most of the 
“co-operation” has existed within the corps 
of officers employed by the farmérs to a 
minister the enterprise. The organieatiog 
is “strengthened” to the mutual penefit 
the office-holders, the real purpose of the 
enterprise is neglected, inefficiency creeps 
in, profits are gained in spite of, not be 
cause of, the fact of co-operation, and when 
a hard year comes, or a series of hard 
years (as come they will,) ‘the whole struc- 
ture falls to pieces, unable tm cope with the 
besetting problems. I believe in eo-opera- 
tive marketing but I do’ not believe that it 
is the only solution of the farmers’ market- 
ing problems. 
Furthermore, I believe that if all

IMPERIAL LETTUCE 
DEAL SLUGGISH 


BRAWLEY.— Present indications are that 
very 
profitable to Imperial Valley lettuce grqw- 
ers, at least local distributors are sot very 
optimistic. The heavy rain that visited the 
valley in December caused the mature let- 
tuce still uncut to burst open, rendering it 
unfit for the market. The loss to the grow- 
ers is estimated at 2000 cars from this 
cause alone. Stibeequent frosts, followed 

y warm weather, also damaged the crop. 
The decrease in shipment from these causes 
tended to stiffen the markets .a little, and 
many growers believe the better prices that 
prevailed immediately after che rain more 
than compensated for the loss they had sux 
tained. 

At present the lettuce market is again off 
and has been for some time. An effort has 
been made to get distributors to stop ship- 
ping for a week and give dealers a chance 
to clear up the stock on hand and thus re- 
lieve the congested condition of the market, 
which would no doubt have a good effect on 
prices. A meeting of shippers was recen:- 
ly held and an agreement was entered into, 
but unfortunately there is no way to enforce 
such a move, and some tg or 
shipping. As a consequence, t markets 
become daily more and more glutted, and 
the prices continue downward. \

ferent parts of the county so that the re- 
sults can be used as proof of what zoning 
will really accomplish. 

L. L. Fox of Los Olivos has placed his big 
cattle range under direction of the Unl- 
versity Extension Service for zoning and J. 


J. Hollister of Gaviota, J. B. Main of Siz- 
quoc and C. L. Lillington of Carpinteria 
have done likewise. These ranches repre 
sent the various climatic conditions which 
are found In the county, and for other rea- 
sons, are believed to be representative of 
all sections. 

The present season of late rains has em- 
phasized the need for a radical departure 
from the methods of range handling in 
vogue since early days. The four stockmen 
who have taken the lead in the soning plan 
have been largely instrumental in other ad- 
vances which have been made in the cattle 
business in this county and are leading the 
way to not only less distress on the ranges, 
but a better grade of beef cattle and to 
larger market returns. 

The “white face” is the favorite breed in 
Santa Barbara county and careful tests 
have disclosed that it is a sturdy, active 
ranger, and if given half a chance, it will 
produce the best results. 

The zoning system, however, is only one 
of the steps toward bettering range condl- 


tions in this county to be undertaken by 
reseed 


local cattlemen. It is proposed to 
range to imported grasses where such prac- 
tices is found necessary. 

“First.” said Farm Adviser Batchelder, 
who is making a careful study of range con- 
ditions, “we want to see the return of the 
old-time native forage grasses. Zoning will 
accomplish this. Overstocking of the ranges 
through many years and grazing all the 
year through have resulted in almost com- 
plete extermination of the native grasses, 
depleting their values to the stockmen, and 
giving ascendency to the less desirable for- 
age materials. 

“By the zoning system, the native grasses 
will be returned to full avafiability, and 
then we will carry on experiments with the 
Harding grass, which ts a native of Aus 
tralia. We do not know, as yet, whether 
this grass will do well in our climate. This 
year we will sow a number of experimental 
plots. It Is a grass that grows readily, seeds 
profusely and, if allowed, will grow six to 
eight feet in height, but at that height it 
would be too rank to have a real forage 
value. 

“Harding grass is ranked in feeding value 
with alfalfa. It is said te be both drought 
and frost resistant, which appeals to use 
here, as we have both drought and frost to 
count on in our work to raise the level of 
the stock range, 

“While the local cattle raisers are favor- 
ing the white-face stock, we hace also one 
fine herd of shorthorns on the San 
Julian ranch, which is, doing well in 
these days of forage famine. The long- 
horns are disappearing.” This disappear- 
nee ts caused by the need for a beef stock 
that can penetrate into the dense brush- 
grown section of the ranges, and all short- 
horn strains are said to suggest in their 
growing numbers the survival of the fittest.

POMONA CITRUS SHIPMENTS 


POMONA.—Between 150 and 200 carloads 
of oranges are being shipped from local 
packing-houses each week, and the average 
will increase steadily until the peak is 
reached in March and April. Fairly satis- 
factory prices have been obtained, growers 
say, although the extreme cold and stormy 
weather in the East and the marketing of 
Florida fruit have had their influence on the 
market. R. L. Knox, manager of the San 
Antonio Fruit Exchange of this city, is opti- 
mistic concerning prospects for the sta- 
bilizing and advancing ef the market this 
season. The San Antonio brands of oranges 
have been sold principally to special trade 
in outside markets, Mr. Knox says, the fruit 
arriving in good condition and having given 
satisfaction. Henceforth this district will 
be a heavy factor in the navel market as 
the local fruit is unusually smooth and is 
sizing up well.

Frust 
is grown in many sections without irriga- 
tion; in others, irrigation is absolutely es. 
sential. Certain disease and insect pests 
very detrimental in one region may be al- 
most unknown in others. Seeing these lo- 
calities and at the same time having pre 
sented the facts regarding each is of val". 
able assistance in connection with the choos. 
ing of a location for fruit growing. 


In former years transportation facilities 
for this course had been arranged by the 
pomology division. Last year, each man 
was made responsible for his own transpor- 
tation and the plan worked admirably. Each 
owner of a machine took three or four ad- 
ditional men, charging them mileage on 
a basis estimated to cover only the cost of 
operating the car. In this way transporta- 
tion costs were held down to the minimum.

inferior type of education for ome studying 
agriculture. While it is customary for 
most agricultural colleges to include a fair 
share of laboratory work in their courses 
during the regular school year, few offer 
any practical instruction work during the 
summer, the logical time for many types 
of work to be given. 


The University of California not only of- 
fers a six weeks’ summer practice and travel 
course for the express purpose of familiar- 
izing the students with orchard and field op- 
erations Twenty-five students represent 
ing widely different sections of the United 
States, also Egypt. South Africa and South 
America. .completed summer work in the 
division of pomology last year at Davis. 
The course consisted of practical orchard 
operations during the summer months and 
also of numerous trips to many of the 
large fruit districts of the State. While 
the course differs from most others in t 
no textbooks of any kind are used and 
examinations are given, yet the work is 
ganized jin a very definite manner and «a 
complete notebook recording the work per- 
formed and things observed must be sub- 
mitted upon completion of the course. Some 
of the notebooks last summer consisted of 
100 pages or more, neatly typewritten, and 
profusely illustrated with kodak views. 


The division of pomology at Davis is main- 
tains a large orchard and has a large well 
arranged packing-house. This equipment 
provides excellent facilities for giving prac- 
tical experience in picking, packing and 
handling of fruit for eastern shipment—an 
important phase of fruit work in California 
which cannot be offered during the regular 
chool year. For two or three weeks out of 
the six, eight hours a day are spent in con- 
nection with the harvesting. packing and 
drying of such fruits as apricots, plums, 
peaches, apples and pears. All fruit intend- 
ed for castern shipment is packed in 
standard containers and is shipped 
the California Frait Exchange, to such mar- 
kets as Chicago, Baltimore and New York. 
The fruit is handled in strictly commercial 
manner. The packers must t give 
special attention to proper maturity and 
grading as each lot of fruit packed must 
meet the requirements of the California 
Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Act before it 
will be accepted for shipment. With inex- 
perienced packers, it is only natural that for 
the first few days numerous packages will 
be “condemned” in the packing-house and 
returned to the packer, whose number ap 
pears on the boxes or crates, for closer grad 
ing as to maturity, size or other defects. 
No one likes to pack the same box of fruit 
twice, hence this system of strict inspection 
impresses itself upon those doing the work 
and good packers are developed in a com- 
paratively short time. 


After several] days’ packing and at inter- 
vals during the packing season, short 
are mate to adjacent fruit sections to ob- 
serve the methods of packing and handling 
in commercial packing-houses. The prac- 
tices seen in these naturally vary quite 
widely, but, with some previous ex 
in the work, the average student is quickly

FRUIT JUICE POPULAR 

The prevalent public thirst, demanding in 
formation on the preparation of fruit juicer.

This pub- 
lication by W. V. Cruess and J. V. Cruess 
and J. H. Irish of the Division of Viticulture » 
and Fruit Products, University of Califor- 
nia, embodies the available information on 
the subject from all sources including that 
derived from local investigations. Durin« 
recent years the production of*Truit juices 
has very greatly increased, owing to several! 
factors among which are improvements i» 


the quality of the finished products, effec. 
tive advertising, and prohibition. Any fruit 
juice is most attractive when it is first 
pressed from the fresh fruit. The impor. 
tant problem in preservation, the experts 
say, is that of retaining in the finished 
product as much as possible of the pleasin« 
qualities of the fresh juice.

This accounts for the fact that many 
poultrymen, perhaps the largest class be 
ing owners of commercial flocks whose 
chief aim ix ege production, spend their time 
and efforts solely in the management of the 
producing flock. 

These poultrymen generally carry the 
least overhead expense, and follow a plan 
whereby one man can easily care for 2000 
laying hens and make a good profit on eggs 
alone. This profit, however, depends to a 
large extent on the quality of stock pro- 
cured, the system of management, and the 
market price quotation on feedstuffs and 
CRES.

rely on experts in incubation to furnish the 
supply of baby chicks, and in many  in- 
stances, partly matured pullets that wii 
quickly come into production. This depend- 
ence upon others to supply baby chicks has 
resulted in many poultrymen making 14 
specialty of the hatching business, while 
some have even gone a step further an‘ 
brooded the chickx up to three months of 
age before selling to owners of the com- 
mercial flocks. 

The Superior Ecc Farm of Anaheim is 
one of Southern California's progressive 
poultry establishments that is specializing 


‘on this latter method. The owners, Charles 


W. Peters and his wife, Elizabeth C. Peters, 
have, in fact, turned their ranch into a sup 
ply depot for the poultryman who wishes to 
buy either hatching eggs, baby chicks or 
eight to twelve weeks-old pullets. 

This modern establishment is the result 
of many years of hard work on the part of 
the owners and of Mr. Peters’s father be- 
fore him. who, in 1910, purchased the twen- 
ty-acre tract on which is situated the pree- 
ent plant. Beginning in a small way, the 
owners have met with practically all of the 
problems which confront the commercial 
powltrymen, and have, indeed, taken their 
share of the bumps. They attribute the suc- 
cess which has come to them in recent 
years to low operating costs, modern busi. 
ness methods, and to careful culling and se- 
leetion of birds with one purpose in mind, 
namely. a uniform high flock average. 

In the quest for exg production § with 
their flock of Single Comb White Leghorns, 
Mr. and Mrs. Peters have not sacrificed 
beauty in form or feathers, for they main- 
tain that even the commercial flock should

standard White Leghorn. While they ad- 
mit that the show room is a great stabilizer 
of standard-bred poultry, they do not ex: 
hibit their stock, as such a practise would 
hardly be in keeping with their general 
commercial plan. Neither do they trapnest 
their hens, for they have found that sys 
tematic culling, by capacity and pelvic 
measurements, by selection for vigor and 
size and high vitality, has enabled them 
year by year to build up a flock of birds 
that has real value to the commercial pov!- 
tryman whose main work is the 
of eggs exclusively. 


poultry industry they do not question, es 
gecially for the production of male birds 
for breeding purposes. They believe, how- 
ever, that to get the best results, the birds 
should be kept under the trapnest for a 
three-year period, trapping during the 
pullet year alone, according to the Peters's, 
is of little value, because a 200-egg pullet 
often makes a poor record in her second 
year. 


The Superior Egg Farm flock is reported 
to have made an average last year o. over 
175 eges. but the owners are satisfied that 
their flock of 35060 birds will make even a 
higher average this year. The present 
flock consists of 2000 hens used in their 
breeding operations, while the balance of 
1500 are 1923 pulletse. A limited number of 
the best hens selected from their big flock 
are mated to the strongest and most vigor- 
ous cockerels, and from this mating is pro- 
duced the breeding cockerels for the next 
season. in this manner, the strain is kept 
pure and flock average improvement is car- 
ried on each season without too close in 
breeding. Occasionally new blood is intro- 
duced from high-record flocks of known 
reputation. 


In the produetion of high-class commercial 
stock and hatching egas. the owners of the 
Buperior Ege Farm have emphasized the 
value of economy in poultry house con- 
struction. They advocate suitable quarters 
for the birds which are cool in summer and 
warm in winter, with good ventilation. so 
built that they can be easily cleaned and 
where sanitary measures can be readily em- 
ployed for the prevention of vermin and 
disease. in addition to these features, they 
recommend a type of house which does not 
cost too much to put up. Their laving 
houses are each 20x50 feet in size, with a 
capacity of 500 laying hens each. The floors 
are concrete, with a thin layer of pure ce-

ment on top to make a smooth finish. The 
end walls are redwood shiplap 6% feet hign 
at the eves and 8% feet high at the peak. 
The open-front style of house is the 
type in use. Four partitions on the 
inside of the house are used to preven: 
draft on the hens when roosting. A con- 
stant supply of water is maintained by use 
of bali float and faucet. A yard 50x80 feet 
is fenced in for each house. 


The brooder houses are each 20x20 feet 
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worry 
life of the chick. The breoder houses gre 
uerubbed and disinfected, and the stove 
set up and working properly before tire 
chicks are taken from the hatchery. Alfalfa 
hay is used for litter and fine grit scattere: 
around on the floor. This, with plenty of 
pure water, is all the chicks get to eat for 
the first seventy-two hours. A ten-foot cir. 
cle, made of one-inch netting, 12 inches 
high, to which burlap has been sewed, i« 
placed around the stove for three or four 
days or until the chicks have Jearned |» 
eat and drink. A temperature of 90 to ‘> 
deg. two feet from the stove is maintained 
before the chicks enter the brooder hous 
Seventy-two hours after hatching, *ap’ry 
light ration of baby-chick feed, consisting of 
fine<cracked grains, is given the chick«. 
This is repeated about every two hours, the 
amount fed being about what they will 
clean up in a few minutes, the idea being 
to keep the chicks hungry all the time. 
After the first week the chicks are given a 
mash every hour or so, in limited quantities. 
The baby-chick mash used on the Superivr 
Egg Farm is composed proportionately or 
500 pounds mill-run bran, 200 pounds corn. 
feed meal, 100 pounds shorts, 100 pounds 
fine-ground barley, 100 pounds ground-hulle.! 
oats, 55 pounds meato, 25 pounds fine- bon» 
meal and 5 pounds fine-sifted salt. 

By following this formula, they have

ing the youngsters. For the first two or 
three weeks, mash is fed until ten o'clock 
in the morning. then green feed, and maxh 
again at two o'clock.

At six weeks of age, the danger stage is 
passed and the chicks are taught to roost. 
while the cockerels are taken out, allow- 
ing the pullets more room. At three months 
of age, the pullets are ready for the laying 
house and the brooders are cleaned an: 
disinfected again for another brood.
